'Let the revolution begin' 


Gays March As 
Part of ‘Million Men’

“Black by Birth, Gay by God, 
Proud by Choice,” read placards 
carried by a group of a hundred 
gay men in the Million Man 
March Monday, October 16. 

'The National Black Gay and 
Lesbian Leadership Forum orga¬ 
nized the contingent to the march, 
called by the controversial head of 
the Nation of Islam (NOI), Minis¬ 
ter Louis Farrakhan, after much 
soul-searching and with some 
trepidation. But their participation 
matched the warmly positive ex¬ 
perience that permeated the event.

Cal Board of Ed OKs G-word 
In Health Class Curriculum

'The final stumbling block to a 
more gay-inclusive health curricu¬ 
lum was removed last Friday, Oc¬ 
tober 13 when the California State 
Board of Education voted unani¬ 
mously to adopt a textbook, over 
the objections of many right-wing 
religious and political fundamen¬ 
talists. 


Nancy Sullivan of the state’s 
office on curriculum told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the board’s de¬ 
cision will make the McGraw 
Hill-Glencoe multimedia health 
curriculum, currently in use in 
many school districts around the 
country, the official state-ap¬ 
proved health text. Last month, 
the State Curriculum Commission 
voted to adopt the McGraw Hill- 


Glencoe health text and passed 
their recommendation onto the 
State Board. 

Predictably, right-wing groups 
and individuals, including the 
Reverend Lou Sheldon, mounted 
a vitriolic protest to the text’s 
mildly inclusive treatment of gays 
and lesbians. Gay activists ex¬ 
pressed cautious optimism in in-

Gay Money 
Gets Dole 
To Flip-Flop

Senate Republican leader Bob 
Dole has blamed his campaign 
staff for sending a $1,000 check 
back to the Log Cabin Republi¬ 
cans this year - and said it proba¬ 
bly would not have happened if he 
had been consulted. 

But, he said during an inter¬ 
view with Ohio reporters 'Tuesday, 
October 17, “Because you accept 
money doesn’t mean you agree 
with their agenda.” 

During the meeting. Dole 
stressed that he does not believe in 
discrimination - but campaign 
spokesman Nelson Warfield also 
reiterated that he does not support 
the “gay rights agenda.” 

“Since contributions do not in¬ 
fluence him - of course - he per¬ 
sonally saw no need to return this 
particular check,” said Warfield, 
who had also defended the return 
of the funds against some sharp 


criticism earlier this summer. At 
that time he said it was policy to 
return contributions from groups 
with positions different from 
Dole’s. 

That defense has changed, 
with Warfield saying, “The cam¬ 
paign returned this contribution to 
protect Senator Dole from distor¬ 
tions of his record, either by 
groups that would use a contribu¬ 
tion to imply he supports all their 
view or by opponents that might 
try similar tactics.” Several oppo¬ 
nents have already used the con¬ 
troversy over the donation to crit¬ 
icize Dole, who has often been ac¬ 
cused by his opponents in the 
GOP presidential race of revers¬ 
ing himself on a number of issues, 
especially tax cuts. 

Warfield said the campaign, 
taking its cue from Dole, would 
decline a similar contribution to 
avoid a similar controversy.

Witnesses to Esta 
Noche Attack Sought

San Francisco police hate 
crimes investigators have asked 
Bay Area Reporter readers for any 
information they may have about a 
brutal anti-gay attack Friday, Oc¬ 
tober 6 that left a young gay man 
permanently blind in one eye. 

The incident happened in Cale¬ 
donia Alley, across the street from 
Esta Noche, a popular 16th Street 
gay bar. 

In the 1:30 a.m. incident, 18- 
year-old Robert Hernandez was 
attacked, according to Sergeant 
Marlene Ottone of the police Spe¬ 
cial Investigation Bureau, and was 
blinded in the eye by a blow to the 
face with a bottle. 

“We are seeking further wit- 
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nesses,” Ottone said. 

Ottone said that one juvenile 
suspect is in custody for the at¬ 
tack, and another has been cited in 
the hate crime. 

Joining Ottone in asking for 
assistance from readers was open¬ 
ly gay assistant district attorney 
Chuck Haines. 

“It was a horrible, horrible 
crime, and we need anyone who 
has any information about the in¬ 
cident to come forward,” Haines 
said. T

Prospective volunteers gathered 
at the Women’s Building Friday, 
October 13 to discuss revitalizing 
the old Street Patrol group, and or¬ 
ganizers say there’s still room for 
many more to get involved. 

The Street Patrol was formed 
in the summer of 1990 by Queer 
Nation member Ellen Twinamein 
to patrol some neighborhoods and 
- if gay bashing or other trouble 
was spotted - to intercede on be¬ 
half of victims. It disbanded ap¬ 
proximately 18 months ago for a 
number of reasons, according to 
former member Peg Yeates. 

“It takes a lot of energy to keep 
something going, and we just got 
kind of burned out,’’ she told the 
Bay Area Reporter. Now a handful 
of lesbians and gay men who have 
been thinking about reuniting are 
ready to begin training both the pa¬ 
trol members (who will sport those 
eye-catching fuchsia berets) and 
the volunteers to do the office 
work needed to keep their program 
going. Yeates said they’re shooting 
for a spring start-up time. 

She stressed that all volunteers 
need is a desire to help their com¬ 
munity. “We’re looking for any¬ 
one who wants to help in any 
way,’’ she said. 

As before, the street patrol’s 
uniforms, radios, and batteries 
will be bought with private dona¬ 
tions. Yeates added that they hope 
to work again with Community 
United Against Violence (CUAV), 
tracking the information coming 
into their office from the city. “We 
would watch the statistics and see 
if we find a trend somewhere,’’ 
then turn out a presence in parts of

town that seem to have become 
trouble spots. 

Urban violence 

When the patrol finds trouble, 
Yeates said, “We don’t wait for the 
police to show up” to intervene. 
Even so, she said they got along 
well with SFPD, and predicted 
they will do so again. 

A typical patroller will spend 
six hours per week, Yeates told the 
B.A.R., with four hours walking a 
“precinct” and two in training. 
They will most likely spend most 
of their time in the Castro, with 
only the most experienced patrols 
venturing out into the Tenderloin 
and Mission. 

Even just one hour per month 
spent on fundraising and paper¬ 
work will help, she said. 

Yeates emphasized that only 
veteran street patrollers will per¬ 
form the training. “We want to 


give people something positive to 
work with,” she said. . 

Yeates said because the prob¬ 
lem of urban violence in San Fran¬ 
cisco hasn’t changed - “It doesn’t 
seem like violent crime has gone 
away” - people who live here 
must change, by getting better ed¬ 
ucated about personal safety. 

The point is to take a stand 
against bashers, she said. “We 
don’t know if we can make them 
go away, but we can at least make 
it go somewhere else.” She ac¬ 
knowledged that in that case the 
underlying problem remained un¬ 
solved, and simply turned into 
someone else’s problem, but said 
there are few alternatives to stand¬ 
ing one’s ground and telling perpe¬ 
trators “Not in my backyard.” T

Cops Cite, Release 
Anti-Gay Attackers on Noe

Two teenage girls were cited 
by police and turned over to the

custody of their parents after they 
allegedly attacked a disabled gay 
man’s car near the Cafe Flore on 
upper Market Street Monday, Oc¬ 
tober 16. 

Scott Walker, a founder of Bay 
Positives, a support and social 
group for HIV-positive young 
adults, said the incident happened 
around 4 p.m., and that after the 
attack the two juveniles fled the 
scene and tried to hide out in the 
Tower Records store at Market 
and Noe. 

“It was definitely a hate 
crime. They were cited and taken 
home to their parents,” Walker 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “I 
didn’t think I would be ever be 
assaulted,” he said. “I’ve lived in 
rough neighborhoods in Boston 
and New York without any prob¬ 
lems.” 

Walker, who is disabled be¬ 
cause of HIV, said he was resting 
in the front seat of his car with his 
eyes closed when the two juvenile 
females approached his car. 

“I wasn’t feeling very well and 
I was just laying back in the re¬ 
clining seat with a high-grade 
fever and chills,” Walker said. 

The juvenile females walked 
by Walker’s 1995 Ford Aspire and 
without provocation began mak¬ 
ing anti-gay slurs - and then at¬ 
tacked the vehicle. Walker told 
the B.A.R. 

“They said, ‘Look at the white 
faggot motherfucker,’ and then 
kicked the side of my car in,” 
Walker said. “They ran into 
Tower Records.” 

Walker said that when he saw 
the girls run into the store, “I ran 
after them fever or no fever,” and 
asked Tower security guards to 
detain them and call the police. 


However, he said, “I wasn’t 
given any support by their staff. I 
asked the security guards to call 
the police, but they said it wasn’t 
their job. I threatened to sue them 
and Tower. The security guards 
only called the police because I 
threatened them, and just after 
they called a manager in, the po¬ 
lice arrived.” 

According to Walker, the girls 
continued to verbally assault him 
at Tower. 

“One of them said that she did 
not hate gay people, but this 
would make her hate gay people,” 
he said. 

Walker said that he couldn’t 
understand why Tower security 
personnel initially declined to tell 
the police - but despite their ini¬ 
tial reluctance to call the police, 
the security guards “were actual¬ 
ly more helpful than the Tower 
management,” which he said ini¬ 
tially wanted to just photocopy 
the girls’ i.d. and then release 
them. 

Walker also said a Tower em¬ 
ployee actually suggested to him 
that he should not press charges, 
despite the damage to his car in 
the anti-gay incident, because the 
suspects were adolescents. 

“A woman from our own com¬ 
munity came over and said that 
they were only little girls and why 
don’t I just let them go. I was so 
hurt by that remark.” 

Walker also said that the po¬ 
lice who arrived didn’t initially 
seem interested in arresting the 
juveniles, but finally cited them 
and returned them to their par¬ 
ents’ custody after he insisted on 
having a report taken and a police 
case number assigned to the inci¬ 
dent. T

The company that operates the 
Castro Village Pharmacy on 18th 
Street was accused with sexual ori¬ 
entation civil rights violations in a 
lawsuit filed Monday, October 16 
in the U.S. District Court in San 
Francisco. 

The lawsuit was filed by attorney 
Robert E. Lazo for the Law Offices 
of Paul Wotman, on behalf of Scott 
K. Monroe, a former sales manager 
for CVP’s parent company, the New 
Mexico-based company Diagnos- 
tek, Inc. It seeks $5 million for anti¬ 
gay job bias, intentional infliction of 
emotional distress, and wrongful ter¬ 
mination of public policy. 

Canadian entrepreneur Paul 
Morabito opened the pharmacy 
with great fanfare in 1982, and mar¬ 
keted it as a gay-friendly drugstore 
for people with AIDS. Morabito 
sold Castro Village to Diagnostek 
in 1993, around the time the com¬ 
pany also purchased a life insur¬ 
ance viatication business. 

Monroe had been hired for his 
position on the spot during a sec¬ 
ond interview with the company, 
and received many letters of com¬ 
mendation and bonuses for exem¬ 
plary work. 

But according to Monroe’s suit, 
certain managers at the Diagnostek 


headquarters began to ask and 
speculate about his sexual orienta¬ 
tion shortly after he was hired - 
staffers who, according to other 
CVP workers, had previously ex¬ 
pressed strong anti-gay sentiments 
to other workers. 

For example, the suit alleges 
that Diagnostek president Nunzio 
DeSantis told employees that he 
didn’t want “any fucking fags in 
his corporation,” and dismissed 
Morabito as a “cocksucker.” 

Monroe was terminated as 
Western Region Sales Manager in 
January, when the company elimi¬ 
nated his position - without notice 
or just cause - as a pretext, accord¬ 
ing to the lawsuit. 

The lawsuit also charges that 
Diagnostek vice president Art 
Solomon “hated gay people” and 
found homosexuality “disgusting 
and unnatural” and allegedly said 
after Monroe was fired that he was 
“glad to get rid of Scott because he 
was gay.” 

“Although my client had one of 


the best sales performance records 
nationwide in the company, he was 
wrongfully terminated after the Di¬ 
agnostek executives learned that he 
was gay,” attorney Paul Wotman 
said. 

The evidence gathered to sup¬ 
port the allegations in the lawsuit 
was “truly shocking,” Wotman 
said, and includes testimony from 
former CVP employees who con¬ 
firm the Diagnostek executives’ 
anti-gay remarks. 

“We usually don’t have such 
strong and obvious evidence of ho¬ 
mophobia,” Wotman told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Wotman said that he filed the 
lawsuit with the hopes of raising 
the awareness of the continuing 
and frequent problem of sexual ori¬ 
entation discrimination in the 
workplace. 

Discrimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation in employment 
has been illegal since 1993, and 
anti-gay actions or remarks are 
legally actionable. ▼

Representatives from the Latin 
Coalition For A Healthy Califor¬ 
nia will hold a press conference 
this morning (10/19) at San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital to discuss 
the negative impact of proposed 
federal Medicaid cuts. 

The group, which includes les¬ 
bian leader Alicia Lara from the 
California Pan-Ethnic Health 
Network, will also present a 
major policy paper that details the 
impact of the proposed cuts and 
makes recommendations to offset 
their impact. 

Medicaid and welfare reform 
proposals are scheduled for a vote 
in Congress next week, and health 
advocates say that San Francisco 
and four other counties stand to 
lose $1.3 billion in Medicaid funds. 

Other coalition speakers include 
Rogelio Lopez of the Asian Pacific 
Islander American Health Forum, 
and Gladys Sandlin of the Mission 
Neighborhood Health Center. 

The conference will be held in 
the SFGH lobby beginning at 10 
a.m.

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Muni Hears F-Line Complaints 

Where Do They Get Off?

A group of Castro-area mer¬ 
chants has asked Muni officials to 
give neighborhood riders a break 
when drivers take their work 
breaks, typically when they reach 
17th and Castro streets. 

According to Merchants of 
Upper Market President Barry 
Hermanson, a dangerous situation 
has developed from streetcar oper¬ 
ators on the new “F’ line who let 
passengers disembark directly 
onto the street at the end of the 
line at 17th and Castro, before 
reaching the boarding platform 
designed for passengers to get off. 
By not pulling all the way up to 
the platform, drivers can take a 
brief break without letting in¬ 
bound passengers on. 

However, said Herman, “This 
blocks traffic on 17th Street, and 
it’s dangerous for MUNI patrons 
to disembark and cross traffic.” 

Although no unpleasant inci¬ 
dent has happened yet, he said, 
“Number one, I don’t want to wait 
for [an accident] to happen. Num¬ 
ber two, we have a situation where 


the street gets blocked for people 
to get in or out using 17th Street. 

“Most importantly,” he added, 
“we paid over $100,000 for each 
one of those safety boarding is¬ 
lands.” He acknowledged that 
even when the islands are not used 
for unloading, they are used for 
waiting and boarding. 

“Perhaps it could be worked 
out that drivers can take their 


breaks at Transbay terminal,” Her¬ 
manson suggested, or drivers 
could hang a sign out that they’re 
on break after letting passengers 
out onto the safety island. “We’re 
just looking for some kind of solu¬ 
tion,” he said. 

Hermanson said he has spoken 
with Muni spokesman Gordon 
Smith about the situation, but no 
further progress has been made. T 
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Elephant Walk 
To Remain Gay Venue

The site of the Elephant Walk 
at 500 Castro Street will remain a 
gay venue after the current lease 
expires, real estate agent Paul 
Langley announced Monday, Oc¬ 
tober 16. 

Langley owns the property, 
which houses the historic gay 
restaurant and bar, and has extend¬ 
ed the lease of the business - 
owned by Michael Verdone - 
through the end of the year. 

Verdone was initially given 
until the end of September to va¬ 
cate the premises; he lost the lease 
to the site when Langley raised the 
rent from an estimated $14,000 to 
$ 21 , 000 . 

Langley stressed that the 
restaurant and bar operation at the 
site, after Verdone’s departure, 
will include historic exhibits of 
the gay rights movement. 

“We are looking to our com¬ 
munity’s support in our efforts to 
provide a pleasant and vibrant set¬ 


ting that we can all be proud of for 
many, many years,” he said. 

“The historic significance of 
the Castro and of the 500 Castro 
location will be emphasized,” 
Langley said. “We hope 500 Cas¬ 
tro will become a tribute to gay 
pride and a testimony to the qual¬ 
ity, good taste, and excellence that 
gay people can create and pro¬ 
vide.” 

The landmark gay bar and 
restaurant will specialize in a 
“reasonably priced health con¬ 
scious menu” of nouvelle Califor¬ 
nia cuisine, and provide a “clean, 
bright gathering place” for the en¬ 
tire community, he said. 

Community concerns 

Langley’s move is welcomed 
by community activists, mer¬ 
chants, and residents who are con¬ 
cerned that the Castro is losing its 
identity as a gay neighborhood. 
An ad hoc committee has formed 
in response to community fears 
that the neighborhood is turning 


into a street mall and tourist trap. 

The Los Angeles-based fast 
food chain Johnny Rocket’s had 
planned to lease the 500 Castro 
site when the Elephant Walk’s clo¬ 
sure was first announced, until 
controversy began to brew over 
another chain restaurant operation 
replacing another gay business on 
the economically fragile street. 

The committee - including 
representatives from Mayor Frank 
Jordan and Supervisors Tom Am- 
miano and Terence Hallinan - will 
work with landlords and business 
owners in identifying and resolv¬ 
ing concerns, including the in¬ 
crease in tourists with the opening 
of the F-line street car in Septem¬ 
ber. 

“There have been a couple of 
problems mentioned. The F line 
and the increase in commercial 
rents is a difficult problem be¬ 
cause what it does is force small

Lesbian and gay activists held 
the first-ever International Tri¬ 
bunal on Human Rights Violations 
Against Sexual Minorities Tues¬ 
day, October 17 in New York City. 

The tribunal was sponsored by 
the International Lesbian and Gay 
Human Rights Commission and 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence. 

A distinguished panel of 
human rights experts heard the 
testimony of lesbians and gays 
from around the world who have 
been persecuted because of their 
sexual orientation. 

“The UN continues to turn a 
blind eye to human rights viola¬ 
tions based on sexual orientation, 
gender identity and HIV status,” 
ILGHRC’s Julie Dorf said about 


the need for the event. 

The tribunal included Kerry 
Kennedy Cuomo, former director 
of the Robert F. Kennedy Human 
Rights Center, and Sri Lankan 
human rights expert Sunila 
Abeyesekera. 

Co-chairs of the tribunal are 
James C. Hormel, gay philan¬ 
thropist and founding director of 
the Human Rights Campaign, and 
gay liberation theorist and author 
Urvashi Vaid. 

Among the lesbians and gays 
with personal experience in 
human rights violations who testi¬ 
fied at the tribunal were Daphne 
Scholinski, a 29-year-old San 
Francisco lesbian who was institu¬ 
tionalized in a psychiatric facility 
between the ages of 14 and 18 
with a psychiatric diagnosis of 
“gender identity disorder.” 


Also scheduled to testify was 
Ciprian Cucu of Timosara, Roma¬ 
nia, who was arrested with his 
lover under anti-gay Romanian 
law. They were released with pres¬ 
sure from ILGHRC and Amnesty 
International. 

Only a few United Nation or¬ 
ganizations, such as the World 
Health Organization, the UN High 
Commission For Refugees, and 
the UN Human Rights Commit¬ 
tee, recognize human rights viola¬ 
tion against sexual minorities. T

Aquarium 



O ne of the special trea¬ 
sures of San Francisco is 
the Steinhart Aquarium. 
It is the oldest municipal aquar¬ 
ium in the country. It is also 72 
years old. Time and salt water 
erosion have taken its toll on 
this treasure of the city. The last 
earthquake also caused an addi¬ 
tional amount of damage. 

Over one and a half million 
tourists pay to visit the aquar¬ 
ium each year, and an addi¬ 
tional 200,000 school chil¬ 
dren are admitted free on an 
annual basis. Aquarium direc¬ 
tor Robert Jenkins states that 
the staff is hard pressed to 
keep up with the disintegra¬ 
tion of much of the decaying 
equipment that maintains the 
lives of hundreds of species 
of fish and other marine life. 

Another major earthquake 
would wreck the aquarium and 
destroy or kill most of the fish 


W hat’s wrong with 
Muni?

In addition to 
money from the bond issue, the 
trustees are prepared to help 
raise an additional $25 to $30 
million dollars from private do¬ 
nations to help modernize pub¬ 
lic spaces, exhibitions, and 
viewing tanks. 

The Steinhart is long over¬ 
due for a major overhaul. It de¬ 
serves your support - vote YES 
on Proposition C.

Wrong on 
Rights

W hen the New Hampshire Leg¬ 
islature considered expanding 
the state’s civil rights law to 
protect homosexuals, few 
rose to defend the practice of discrimi¬ 
nating against gay people. Instead, most 
opponents simply argued that the change 
was unnecessary: gay people living in 
New Hampshire already were protected 
against bias on the part of employers, 
landlords and those who control public 
buildings. 

Actually, the measure almost succeed¬ 
ed. The so-called gay rights bill passed 
the House and lost by only a few votes in 
the Senate. Instrumental to its defeat in 
the Senate were Governor Steve Mer¬ 
rill’s assurances that his attorney general 
had advised him that homosexuals were 
adequately protected. 

Although that opinion was contradict¬ 
ed at the time by lawyers who testified 
before the legislature, charitable ob¬ 
servers could conclude that the proposal 
was rejected out of a legitimate differ¬ 
ence of opinion, not hostility toward gay 
people. Passing unnecessary laws isn’t 
just silly; it undermines respect for those 
that exist. 

But what interpretation is possible 
now? 

Two men in Hollis allege that a real 
estate company, upon learning that they 
were gay, broke a contract with them to 
sell their house and persuaded other 
agencies to refuse to do business with 
them. Believing that they were protected 
against discrimination by state law, they 
filed a complaint with the New Hamp¬ 
shire Real Estate Commission. 

More than a year after they filed the 
claim, the commission rejected their 
complaint. “Because of the lack of statu¬ 
tory and regulatory prohibition of this 
discrimination, this case has no legal 
foundation for a complaint, ” one of the 
commissioners wrote in the ruling. “Sex¬ 
ual orientation is not included as a pro¬ 
tected category. ” 

Note that the commission didn’t rule 
that the complaint was unfounded. It said 
nothing about the validity of the com¬ 
plaint. Instead, it ruled that it was power¬ 
less to act because state law said nothing 
about this type of discrimination. 

Presumably, other agencies asked to 
rule on such a complaint would be equal¬ 
ly powerless to respond. 

Merrill’s reaction? He welcomed the 
ruling as vindication of his initial posi¬ 
tion. 

“In my opinion, the kind of case you 
have cited is precisely the kind of case 
that should be heard in that forum. We 
don’t need rules and regulations and fed¬ 
eral laws if we use common sense.” 

This reminds us of that classic 
bumper-sticker: “I brake for hallucina¬ 
tions.” What is the governor talking 
about? 

If we’re going to invoke “common 
sense,” the only fair conclusion is that 
the governor’s opposition to a gay rights 
bill had nothing to do with dislildng re¬ 
dundant laws. 

He simply didn’t - and still doesn’t - 
care about the civil rights of this group of 
New Hampshire residents. ▼

The scarlet letter 

On Monday, September 18, 1995,1 attended a Stop 
AIDS Project four-hour discussion group where, to 
my astonishment, I was profoundly offended and 
made to feel degraded and leprous. Not only was I the 
only person with AIDS at this forum, a forum at 
which all other participants claimed to be negative or 
unwilling to know their status. It baffled me that two 
of them even claimed not to know anyone with HIV. 
It is painful to witness the denial and ignorance of the 
Castro Street middle-class Republican conservative 
white male society. 

Being the only black person (African-American— 
the p.c. term this week) in attendance was nowhere 
near as uncomfortable as being the only scarlet letter 
person with AIDS at this S.A. Project discussion 
group. 

As a person in recovery, which I learned about four 
years ago in Atlanta, GA, where I attended predomi¬ 
nantly white heterosexual meetings, I felt more com¬ 
passion, acceptance and love than I have seen in most 
parts of this so-called gay (male) community. I am 
one of the Wayback Sisters (the old Polk Street crowd 
from 15 years ago that are still alive) and since re¬ 
turning to my native city, it’s criminal the thoughts 
that go through my head when I look at the gay men’s 
community in San Francisco today. 

This is excluding the AIDS practical support and 
recovery agencies, which I have found effective and 
supportive. 

As a PWA of eight years, the support groups and 
AIDS agencies I dealt with in the South and now 
being back in San Francisco for four months, I am af¬ 
filiated with various agencies: a client of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, Shanti, a speaker for the 
WEDGE Program, a former Baker Places client, vol¬ 
unteer at Bay Positives, active member of PWAC, as 
well as a resident of the Peter Claver Community. Not 
to say that I am a distinguished authority on AIDS, but 
I feel I have a substantial amount of knowledge on the 
subject. 

I feel the information given by the Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject is necessary, but I feel some of the funds used on 
paperwork by the S.A. Project should be shared with 
a person like myself who is living and dealing with 
life as a PWA, who could help the S.A. Project teach 
people to deal with the acceptance of AIDS. For some 
reason it seems the S.A. Project focuses on that 
C.S.M.C.R.C.W.M.S. (see first paragraph) who are on 
the Bill Clinton gay military plan of Don’t ask. Don’t 
tell, and we can have uncaring, superficial, exterior- 
oriented selfish sex. I know from experience. Been 
there, done that, didn’t work, moved on. 

I have spoken to at least three other HIV-positive 
persons who have had similar experiences dating back 
a few years. Well, I am the one speaking out! Let’s get 
real, men, the lesbian community has evolved and 
united in so many ways, let’s learn from them. We 
should not let a deadly virus kill the life of our sect of 
the gay community. My favorite line of hope for the 
future is: If the human race had the attitude of the HIV 
virus, it would be a wonderful world to live in. Let’s 
get real, sweeties. 

None of the agencies listed are responsible for any 
of my opinions.

But in the end this did not hap¬ 
pen, as I suspect that members of the community 
other than the Sisters saw this event as a big cash cow 
and plotted behind the scenes to gain control. I won¬ 
dered why CUAV did not show up for security last 
year? 

I hope that CUAV does do a good job and raises 
lots of money for the community; I also hope but 
doubt that they have the expertise to pull it off. I hope 
that the gay community will be astute enough to 
watch and judge how things are handled. And I really 
wish that gay people would work to a common ground 
as our unity will be sorely tested in the upcoming 
years. The least we could do is recognize this and 
work to strengthen our bonds rather than plot behind 
each other’s backs.

Stop attacking teachers 

I am dismayed by the outrageous libels and fla¬ 
grant falsehoods that have appeared in print regarding 
allegations that an improper presentation was provid¬ 
ed to students during a Community United Against 
Violence (CUAV) presentation at Everett Middle 
School three years ago. A school district review 
showed the charges to be unfounded exaggerations 
motivated by prejudice. 

More distressing is the unquestioned assumption 
of the truth of these accusations. The stories about this 
matter were reported with headlines that describe a 
lurid classroom presentation of explicit sexual prac¬ 
tices. This is completely inaccurate. It didn’t happen. 

Some newspaper columnists have bought into this 
ridiculous story without making any effort to verify 
the creditability or stability of those making these 
charges. Unfortunately, I have many times been on the 
receiving end of Mr. Budnick’s abusive and obsessive 
behavior. Has anyone thought to ask why he, a self- 
described “liberal Jewish carpenter” (is this a messiah 
complex?), is associated with an organization like the 
Rutherford Institute, a secretive homophobic far-right 
out-of-town legal organization? This fundamentalist 
patron’s goal is to eliminate gay sensitive programs 
from our schools. 

This vindictive attack on the teachers whose class 
hosted this district-approved presentation is merely a 
malicious tactic to destroy an excellent program they 
have failed to block by legitimate means. Absurd 
claims that this program constitutes child abuse made 
by an embittered former PTA leader serve only to triv¬ 
ialize this serious and tragic problem. 

Not since the McCarthy era has the nasty schem¬ 
ing of two cranky individuals been allowed by com- 
plicit and biased newspaper columnists to slander 
with obnoxious impunity. This situation represents a 
fundamental threat to teach without ideological blind¬ 
ers. It is far bigger than just anti-gay prejudice. These 
teachers’ critics seek to strike at the heart of our pub¬ 
lic educational system under a phony guise of pro¬ 
moting parental involvement. 

As the former President of the Board of Education, 
I know that the School Board and the district admin¬ 
istration repeatedly made a complete and full faith ef¬ 
fort to hear Mr. Budnick’s concerns. In fact, an extra 
effort to accommodate issues raised by Mr. Budnick 
was made in family life classes. 

For example, the CUAV Speakers Bureau and the 
WEDGE programs now begin with eighth grade 
classes. As always, a two-week advance notice is sent 
to parents when outside speakers are to be invited into 
classes. All requests to be exempt from family life 
classes are honored immediately. Additionally, sup¬ 
plementary training for all teachers regarding changes 
in these programs has been established. 

These two teachers have excellent evaluations 
from a variety of administrations. Their side of this 
story is not presented. San Francisco can ill-afford the 
loss of such exemplaty teachers to serve vengeful 
vendettas and ugly prejudices.

Prosecute real criminals 

[The following letter was sent to District Attorney 
Arlo Smith:]

I am further outraged that you wrote a letter to the 
GOP Central Committee stating “I am deeply troubled 
that GOP staff members remain traumatized by” ACT 
UP/San Francisco’s demonstration at the SF GOP 
headquarters. I must point out that no one was physi¬ 
cally hurt during this demonstration, and four men are 
on trial for the use of paint. You are willing to send 
people with AIDS to jail for the use of paint during a 
demonstration, yet you allow three fag bashers to 
walk the street scot-free. 

For months I have lived in terror. I have had to have 
an alarm system put on my home and get a German 
Shepherd police dog because I live in fear of my at¬ 
tackers. Thanks to the SFPD, my attackers know where 
I live, and I have seen them looldng at my home as they 
drive by, I have lived in pain ever since my attack, both 
physically and emotionally, because the system that 
you are the head ol^, the Office of the District Attorney 
of the City of San Francisco, let me down as a victim 
of a hate crime. I am further traumatized by your of¬ 
fice’s lack of concern for my safety and welf^. 

I am not like Mr. Chris Bowman of the Log Cabin 
Club, and will not whine about you not pressing 
charges against my attackers. The issue is over for me. 
In November I will cast my vote for someone who 
cares, Supervisor Terence Hallinan. 15 years of Arlo 
Smith is just too much for the city of San Francisco.

Are the Democrats in trouble? You betcha. 

Beltway Blues 


hen Georgia’s anti- 
gay Senator Sam 
Nunn declared last 
week that he was re¬ 
tiring from the exclusive Capitol 
Hill Club at the end of his term, 
it was just more bad news for 
congressional Democrats, who 
now hold only 46 seats in the 
100-member Senate. Nunn’s an¬ 
nouncement means that of the 15 
Democratic members up for re- 
election next year, eight have al¬ 
ready stated their intention to 
quit. 

Even if President Clinton 
wins in ’96, Republicans are on 
such a roll that they are expected 
to very likely pick up most of 
those retiring Democratic seats, 
meaning that the GOP could hold 
a solid majority in the upper 
chamber well into the next centu¬ 
ry. Indeed, if the Republicans 
were smart enough to nominate a 
popular middle-of-the-road can¬ 
didate like retired Gen. Colin 
Powell (which, fortunately, isn’t 
likely), this would cause even 
more problems for Democratic 
Senate and House candidates. 

As I’ve often said before, po¬ 
litical predictions are worth very 
little, but I’ve always liked mak¬ 
ing them, so...Bill Clinton stays 
at 1600 Pennsylvania Ave. next 
year, but the GOP posts impres¬ 
sive gains in the Senate and the 
House of Representatives. Not a 
pretty picture, is it? 

On a related note; Candace 
Gingrich’s big brother Newt is 
reportedly “so worried” that a 
presidential candidacy by Colin 
Powell could frustrate the goals 
of the GOP’s 1994 electoral vic¬ 
tory that he is “seriously” think¬ 
ing of entering the fray himself. 
Would this mean we would see 
more - or less - of kid sister 
Candace, America’s latest super- 
star spokesperson for gay tights? 

Joycelyn Elders was in town 
visiting friends last week after 
having addressed the Sonoma 
County AIDS Foundation dinner 
in Santa Rosa. Elders, now back 
at her old University of Arkansas 
job, told me that while “I loved 
it; I enjoyed every minute of it,” 
she has no plans to return to pol¬ 
itics. 

The controversial, albeit hon¬ 
est, former U.S. surgeon general 
urged the crowded dinner 
fundraiser to fight AIDS by 
working for universal health cov¬ 
erage and preventive education 
that starts in kindergarten. Elders 
says prudishness is a “deadly 
ally” of AIDS and promised that 
she would “never stop fighting 
until this horror is over.” She 
urged those in attendance to 
“make a lifetime commitment to 
do the same.” 

Former San Francisco ac¬ 
tivist, supervisor candidate and 
friend of many of us, Julianne 
Malveaux, is now a resident of

D.C., where she hosts a popular 
radio talk show and writes a col¬ 
umn. Her thoughts on Monday’s 
“Million Man March”? “I’m pro¬ 
foundly troubled by it. If our 
whole community is being as¬ 
saulted, why can’t we all stand 
shoulder-to-shoulder? Why ex¬ 
clude women unless you want to 
send a signal about gender rela¬ 
tions?” 

Ross Perot’s California 
groupies are getting nervous! 
They have only until next Tues¬ 
day (Oct. 24) to convince a min¬ 
imum of 39,007 California voters 
to register with his new Reform 
Party to make next year’s presi¬ 
dential ballot. 

Their latest ploy is to con¬ 
vince Republicans to switch their 
party registration to the Perot 
party until after Oct. 24. They 
would then be free to go back to 
their party if they so desired. 

Most think Perot will fail; 
however, don’t be surprised if he 
makes it - money talks big in 
California. Also, it shouldn’t be 
forgotten that the Texas billion¬ 
aire and his followers pulled in 
more than 1 million signatures 
(different than changing parties, 
to be sure) in six weeks to quali¬ 
fy him as an independent presi¬ 
dential candidate in 1992. 

Gay rights activists are hold¬ 
ing their collective breath but 
“feeling encouraged” after last 
week’s U.S. Supreme Court hear¬ 
ing on Colorado’s Amendment 2, 
which bars any state or local 
agency from passing laws to pro¬ 
tect gays, lesbians and bisexuals 
against discrimination. It will 
probably take months for the 
Court to hand down a decision. 

While pro-gay lawyers argu¬ 
ing the case before the Court said 
they were “most hopeful” that 
the homophobic measure would 
be struck down, some fear the 
Supremes will send the case back 
to the lower courts to clarify just 
what practical effect the broadly 
worded amendment would have 
on specific gay Coloradans. In¬ 


deed, the Justices seemed frus¬ 
trated with vague answers from 
both sides on just what the 
amendment means. 

Governor Wilson is expected 
to schedule a mid-December 
election to replace retiring Con- 
gressperson Norm Mineta. Cur¬ 
rent thinking has it that state 
Senator Tom Campbell, a mod¬ 
erate, pro-gay Republican, will 
likely pick up yet another seat for 
the GOP, defeating Democrat 
Jerry Estruth for the San Jose- 
area seat. 

Those close to Bill Clinton 
are saying that John Emerson, 
the popular LA attorney now 
Clinton’s special assistant for in¬ 
tergovernmental affairs at the 
White House, will soon return to 
the state to head the president’s 
re-election committee here. 

Supes Susan Leal, Carole 
Migden and many other SF 
friends of Sheila Kuehl are 
among those giving a 
reception/fundraiser for the Los 
Angeles assemblywoman, the 
Assembly’s first openly lesbian 
member (Migden will be next) at 
the St. Francis Hotel, Thursday, 
Oct. 26, 6-8 p.m., $50 and up. 
Call 864-8523 for more informa¬ 
tion. 

And speaking of gay celebs, 
actor Dan ("Bulldog’’) Butler, 
one of the co-stars of Frasier, 
was presented with the “Dick 
Sargent National Coming Out 
Day Award” by castmates Peri 
Gilpin and Jane Leeves at an 
LA Gay & Lesbian Community 
Services Center dinner last week. 
The busy and very talented Mr. 
Butler was also the guest of 
honor at an Oct. 13 NCOD party 
at Club Universe here. 

Friends of Sheriff Mike Hen¬ 
nessey are holding a “countdown 
to victory” fundraiser/celebra¬ 
tion for the popular lawman on 
Oct. 27, 5:30-8 p.m., Capp Street 
Project, 525 Second St., $100 do¬ 
nation, 928-2992 for informa¬ 
tion. 

D.A. Arlo Smith tells me that 
215 persons were murdered last 
year in domestic violence cases, 
including 81 women killed by 
their husbands or ex-husbands;

“Hunh?” It was the kind of clueless 
piece I expected not from him but 
from, well, let’s use the hypotheti¬ 
cal example of someone who can 
bounce from paper to paper, wear¬ 
ing out her welcome at each one, 
while calling someone who’s just 
signed another book deal a medioc¬ 
rity. (Just as a made-up example, of 
course.)

In this piece, the writer por¬ 
trayed a friend going completely 
hysterical over the pathetic spelling 
ability of grade schoolers who 
were nonetheless getting good 
grades from their teachers on the 
theory that emphasizing spelling 
skills would stifle their imagina¬ 
tions. Stifling their imaginations, 
of course, would result in low self¬ 
esteem and prevent these fragile 
flowers from ever gaining the liter¬ 
acy skills they need for high school 
diplomas and real jobs. (Of course, 
we know the cure for that - make a 
diploma something to which 
everybody has a “right” whether 
they can read, write and do math or 
not. I’m not making this up; this is, 
once again, from what passes for 
real life.) 

The writer depicted his friend as 
squeamishly anal retentive, a hope¬ 
less case until he saw the light and 
sent the writer a hideously mis¬ 
spelled love note. In the best (?) 
traditions of American mass cul¬ 
ture, an interest in academic excel¬ 
lence is equated with being prissy 
and uptight instead of being a fun- 
loving, red-blooded [your group 
here]. At least that’s what it seemed 
I was reading, and I hope to God¬ 
dess I was wrong. 

Quick fix 

Does anyone else out there 
think of self-esteem as something 
more than a quick fix of instant 
warm, fuzzy feelings? That it’s 
something you can’t pour into chil¬ 
dren, though you can help them 
work toward achieving it them¬ 
selves? As someone who lives in a 
state where children who don’t 
graduate with the requisite skills 
for making their way as adults in 
the late 20th century sometimes 
end up preying on others for their 
daily bread. I’d much rather see 
children gain their self-esteem 
through being challenged tq devel¬ 
op competence. 

The controversy over “whole 
language” versus phonics is based 
on the notion that children’s cre¬ 
ativity, and therefore their sense of 
self-worth, will be stunted forever 
if their schoolwork is graded on 
both creative and technical 


grounds. Yet what do children most 
want to be? Grown-up. One of the 
big kids. Facing challenges and ac¬ 
quiring skills makes them feel 
grown-up — “Mommy, mommy, 
look what I can do!” That’s real 
self-esteem. 

In parts of the lesbian communi¬ 
ty, there is an unspoken agreement 
to guarantee everybody’s self-es¬ 
teem (in the sense every woman 
can think of herself as just absolute¬ 
ly wonderful, bright and attractive) 
through mutual mediocrity. If 
you’re a lesbian, you’re wonderful, 
and lesbian get-togethers are oppor¬ 
tunities for mutual back-pat fests. 
People can be habitually unpunctu¬ 
al, borderline rude and uncouth, or 
even hit on other women’s lovers, 
but no one will lift a finger or say 
word one to urge a higher standard 
of behavior - why, that would be a 
value judgment and might injure 
someone’s self-esteem! 

Years ago, a woman I was dat¬ 
ing put together an excursion to a 
mountaintop outside Salinas to 
watch the Perseids meteor shower 
(a truly spectacular natural light 
show). To get up the dirt road and 
settled before dark, we planned to 
leave the mid-Peninsula about 
2:30 in the afternoon. One of the 
guests didn’t arrive till four, then 
traipsed in giggling “Hi!” and 
smiling as though she were the 
most adorable thing in the world. 
No apology, of course. Everyone 
but me tried to make the organizer 
feel like a ninny for worrying 
about time - or the reckless dri¬ 
ving that followed this silly 
mood’s spreading. 

Self-respect: earned 

Self-esteem, like respect, can 
only be earned. Teaching pride in 
group identity can only inspire 
self-esteem, not guarantee it. And 
sometimes losers hide behind 
group identity to boost their so- 
called self-esteem by tearing down 
someone who dares to achieve in¬ 
stead of blaming lack of achieve¬ 
ment on some -ism or other. (Not 
that oppression doesn’t damage 
people - it does. However, success 
still equals opportunity plus hard 
work; it doesn’t come from feel¬ 
good warm fuzzies alone.) 

Oakland writer Gary Rivlin’s 
new book is about a teenager 
whose mother finessed him into a 
better school district. He was proud 
of being accepted into advanced 
classes. But other kids hassled him 
for threatening their self-esteem by 
earning his own (by rising above 
his station?). He let his grades drop 
so he could be “normal” - and is 
now doing time with two of his 
“friends” for murder. 

Group pride through mediocrity 
- it’s so funny I forgot to laugh. T

USA’s First Gay Civil Rights 
Bill Passes Wisconsin Assembly

his week in 1981 the na¬ 
tion’s first sexual orienta¬ 
tion civil rights bill prohibit¬ 
ing discrimination in hous¬ 
ing, employment, and public ac¬ 
commodations passed the Wiscon¬ 
sin state Assembly 49 votes to 46. 

“I think the biggest challenge 
we had was defining the terms of 
the debate,” Wisconsin legislator 
David Clarenbach - who collected 
votes for the measure over a peri¬ 
od of eight years - told the B.A.R. 
“We had to make certain that the 
question was not whether homo¬ 
sexuality was good or bad, or if it 
ought to be encouraged or dis¬ 
couraged, or sinful or not sinful. 
But whether bigotry and discrimi¬ 
nation could be tolerated against 
any group in our society. And 
when that is the question that is 
posed, the answer is a resounding 
no that we cannot tolerate bigotry 
and discrimination.”

GLVF's David Clarenbach 


the chief purpose of The National 
Gay and Lesbian Victory Fund is 
to encourage gays and lesbians to 
run for elected office as exactly 
who they are, Clarenbach has only 
been out to the world for less than 
a year. During his stellar career 
working as a leading public offi¬ 


cial - he was a two-term County 
Supervisor and a member of the 
City Council before serving 18 
years in the State Legislature, the 
last ten years as Speaker Pro Tern 
- Clarenbach never once men¬ 
tioned to the voters that he had 
been involved in long-term, com¬ 
mitted relationships with both 
men and women. 

However, he told the Bay Area 
Reporter, ‘There was not a single 
member of the legislature who did 
not know that I was gay and in¬ 
volved in a long-term committed 
relationship.” It was just the pub¬ 
lic he didn’t tell. 

“In 1972, no one ran as an 
openly gay official,” Clarenbach 
insisted: that was two generations 
ago, and “light-years ago in terms 
of the gay civil rights. 

“In 1972 you would be 
laughed off the ballot [as an open¬ 
ly gay candidate], in 1995 you risk 
your political future by not com¬ 
ing out. If I were running for pub¬ 
lic office today, I would consider 
it a political liability to not be 
completely honest.” ▼

Ironically, it was the backing 
of the Catholic Church which ulti¬ 
mately gave the legislature politi¬ 
cal shelter they needed to vote for 
this bill. “Catholics were the 
crowning blow,” he said, adding 
that it took eight years of “trench 
warfare” convincing smaller 
church councils throughout the 
state to issue statements of sup¬ 
port. The Archbishop eventually 
took the unprecedented step of 
writing a letter to the Legislature 
urging them to pass the bill. “We 
knew he couldn’t go out on much 
of a limb, unless he had the under¬ 
pinnings of support.” The Luther¬ 
an Church also supported the mea¬ 
sure, he said. “We even had the 
Wisconsin Baptist Convention 
pass a resolution, specifically en¬ 
dorsing the bill.” 

On October 23, 1981, the bill 
passed. Clarenbach told the Bay 
Area Reporter it was only success¬ 
ful because he waited until he had 
a sufficient number of votes be¬ 
fore introducing it. 

“I took a lot of shit for that 
from other activists” who wanted 
to take a less cautious road, said 
Clarenbach. “It was a methodical, 
step-by-step process.” 

History has been repeating it¬ 
self for the Midwesterner: when 
Clarenbach arrived in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. early last summer to 
head up the Gay & Lesbian Victo¬ 
ry Fund, his appointment set off a 
debate within the gay and lesbian 
community, despite more than 20 
years of activism in his hometown 
of Madison. 

Critics pointed out that while

David Greer, a spokesman for 
the gay partisan group, said that 
would not be a problem. 

“There won’t be a check com¬ 
ing any time soon,” Greer said. 
The group also sent $1,000 dona¬ 
tions to presidential hopeful Sen¬ 
ator Arlen Specter, R-Pa., and 
California Governor Pete Wilson, 
who has withdrawn from the GOP 
race. 

Greer said a positive outcome 
was Dole’s rejection of discrimi¬ 
nation, apparently including ho¬ 
mosexuals. 

“He stated there should be no 
discrimination for all Americans. 
But because he let his campaign 
do this, the senator is in a very 
difficult situation,” Greer said. 

“Now he’s flip-flopped and the 
far right is going to be angry.” T

“U.S. Supreme Court Justices will 
hear arguments Oct. 10 on why 
Amendment 2, which says gays 
cannot be protected from discrim¬ 
ination, should become part of the 
state constitution ... “ 

Newsweek'^ definition is not 
merely wrong in what is says, but 
also in what it does not say. Ka¬ 
plan never explains that Amend¬ 
ment 2 would effectively prohibit 
lesbians, gays and bisexuals from 
having any minority status or 
“claim of discrimination.” He 
does not mention that, if Amend¬ 
ment 2 is not ruled unconstitution¬ 
al, Colorado citizens will be fired 
from their jobs, evicted from their 
homes, and kept out of their 
schools - simply because they are 
queer. There is nothing particular¬ 
ly “special” about the right to food 
and shelter. 

Kaplan’s use of the phrase 
“special protection” is most dis¬ 
turbing because it represents a di¬ 
rect capitulation to the campaign 
of misinformation being waged by 
homophobes. The concept of 
“special protection” or “special 
rights” was invented by these big¬ 
ots to promote hate legislation 
that, in fact, denies equal rights 
and promotes special persecution. 
The hate-mongers have succeeded 
in putting their Big Lie— unchal¬ 
lenged, and intact— into the 
mouth of an “objective” reporter, 
writing for one of the nation’s 
most widely-read newsmagazines.

A day before arguments 
began in Romer v. Evans 
- the Amendment 2 case - 
Newsweek magazine had 
already made a major gaffe. In the 
magazine’s October 9 issue, 
David A. Kaplan provides a one- 
page overview of the Supreme 
Court’s calendar for the 1995-96 
term (“This Court’s Not on TV”). 
Although brief, Kaplan’s refer¬ 
ences to Amendment 2 are trou¬ 
bling. He uses imprecise terminol¬ 
ogy, makes defamatory character¬ 
izations, and completely misrepre¬ 
sents the substance of the amend¬ 
ment. 

Kaplan reports that, “over the 
next nine months, the justices will 
take on gay rights. ... “ He also 
refers to the Amendment 2 case as 
“the gay-rights case,” which is 
being defended by “gay-rights 
groups.” 

Since gays do not (yet) possess 
any rights that aren’t already (sup¬ 
posedly) guaranteed to every citi¬ 
zen, the category of “gay rights” is 
rather imprecise. In fact, because 
most queers actually have far 
fewer rights than most heterosexu¬ 
als, it would make more sense - or 
least it would refer more accurate¬ 
ly to reality - if commentators dis¬ 
cussed the many appalling “gay 
non-rights” that exist in our homo- 
phobic society. 

While it would be nice if 
Newsweek and other magazines 
began to use terms like “gay civil 
rights” or “equal rights for gays 
and lesbians,” this lack of preci¬ 
sion is hardly the most serious 
problem in Kaplan’s article. 

Kaplan observes: “Gay-rights 
groups hope for a victory as sig¬ 
nificant as Brown v. Board of Edu¬ 
cation was to blacks in 1954.” 
“Even so,” he announces, “the 
case won’t be as significant as 
others that come before the court. 
The new term likely marks the be¬ 
ginning of a judicial period when 




single issues like abortion or gay 
rights no longer will dominate.” 

Kaplan’s dismissive tone is as 
insulting as it is misinformed. The 
Amendment 2 case speaks to jus¬ 
tice, liberty, and equality - our na¬ 
tion’s most basic principles. It 
speaks as well to prejudice, intol¬ 
erance,-and greed - our country’s 
most common pitfalls. This case is 
hardly limited to “special inter¬ 
ests” or a “single issue.” Amend¬ 
ment 2 threatens all of us. 

Kaplan suggests that “single 
issue cases” are somehow less im¬ 
portant than those that concern the 
“whole” nation and involve the in¬ 
terests of “everybody.” It appears, 
however, that he might be confus¬ 
ing “everybody” with “himself.” 

There is, unfortunately, a ten¬ 
dency amongst heterosexual men 
(especially white heterosexual 
men) to view only their own inter¬ 
ests as global concerns. Character¬ 
izing the concerns of queers 
(Romer v. Evans), women (Roe v. 
Wade), and people of color 
(Brown v. Board of Education) as 
^‘special interests” is a media bias 
that must be rejected as racist, sex¬ 
ist and homophobic. 

Perhaps the worst part of this 
Newsweek article involves Ka¬ 
plan’s failed definition of Amend¬ 
ment 2. He writes: “The gay- 
rights case, to be argued Oct. 10, 
gives the court its first chance 
since 1986 to rule on the constitu¬ 
tional rights of homosexuals. The 
issue: Colorado’s Amendment 2, 
passed by voters in 1992, which 
prohibited the state government or 
municipalities from passing spe¬ 
cial protection for gays. The jus¬ 
tices have to decide if that kind of 
exclusion denies gays ‘equal pro¬ 
tection.’” 

Kaplan is shockingly wrong. 
Amendment 2 has nothing to do 
with “special protection for gays.” 
Instead, the language of the 
Amendment would expose les¬ 
bians, gays and bisexuals to spe¬ 
cial persecution. Kaplan fails to 
grasp this point, even though he 
appears to understand (almost) 
that the legal issue before the 
court is whether or not such legis¬ 
lation violates the “Equal Protec¬ 
tion” clause of the United States 
Constitution.

Diesel dykes 

Over the past few months, the 
Diesel Jeans & Workwear compa¬ 
ny has produced several, high- 
profile print ads featuring homo¬ 
erotic imagery. The company’s 
latest ad - for “Diesel Shades” 
(sunglasses) - bleeds across two 
full magazine pages with a photo¬ 
graph of women on the verge of a 
passionate kiss. Dressed in styl¬ 
ized nursing costumes and sport¬ 
ing bright red lips and fingernails, 
the couple strikes a colorful les¬ 
bian pose. Yet, it is the sort of pose 
that can appeal to queers ... or io 
straight men, and their (literally) 
cock-eyed belief that lesbian sex 
exists to service male pleasure. 

Significantly, however, the 
women in Diesel’s ad are actually 
wearing the product being sold. 
They are not being used as mere 
props, intended solely to attract a 
straight male gaze toward dis¬ 
count machine guns or athletic 
supporters. 

In another recent ad, Diesel 
clothing is hung upon a number of 
colorful characters. At one end of 
the scene, a group of women is 
ogling a scantily-clad man. At the 
other end, we see two women who 
are clearly more interested in each 
other. This amorous couple pays 
absolutely no attention to the stud 
across the way, and their complete 
disinterest forms the focal point of 
the ad. 

Last month, Diesel also fea¬ 
tured two gay men in ads that 
mimicked a well-known World 
War II photograph. The men, 
retro-dressed in 1940’s sailor 
suits, were shown hugging and 
kissing in front of their ship. 

Each of these advertisements is 
open to various interpretations, 
some less affirming than others. 
However, one thing is clear. Given 
Diesel’s eruption of homoeroti¬ 
cism, and the fact that some of 
these ads have appeared in publi¬ 
cations like Out magazine, the 
“Devil Jeans & Workwear” com¬ 
pany has become a likely target 
for right wing wrath.

SJ Conference Focuses 
on Helping Gay Youth

Over 70 people from the Bay 
Area - ranging from a 14-year-old 
high school freshman to a seven- 
ty-ish retired public school admin¬ 
istrator - shared information cal¬ 
culated to make the lives of young 
gays and lesbians more positive 
Saturday, October 7 at the Billy 
De Frank Gay and Lesbian Com¬ 
munity Center in San Jose. 

The conference, entitled “Help¬ 
ing Our Students Out,” was an ac¬ 
tivity of the Santa Clara County 
Task Force on Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual, and Transgender Youth, 
concentrating on youth concerns, 
school support groups, HIV pre¬ 
vention, sensitivity training, and 
the East Side Advisory Board, 
which related lessons from that 
school district’s efforts to date. 

Keynoting the session was 
Pam Walton, producer of the 
video Gay Youth, which illustrated 
the stark differences between the 
stories of Gina Gutierrez, whose 
family adjusted lovingly to her 
coming out; and Bobby Griffith, 
who took his own life in despair at 
the oppressive misunderstandings 
of his own family, plus the non-ac¬ 
ceptance of the community. Also, 
Gina’s courage was well-illustrat¬ 
ed by showing her determination 
to be publicly gay, despite the 
sometimes gross hostility of her 
Los Gatos High classmates. 

Walton linked the video to her 
own life and career, with vivid re¬ 
call of her own school years, her 
chafing dissatisfaction at being 


closeted in a teaching career, and 
her decision to reorient her life 
into video production, with Gay 
Youth being the second product. 

Walton also said she was par¬ 
tially inspired by the “Report on 
Youth Suicide” that was started 
during the Reagan administration 
- but subsequently shelved during 
the Bush administration when 
those responsible realized that 
much of the contents contained 
poignant gay information that the 
Republicans first branded bogus, 
then simply shut up without en¬ 
dorsement. 

*T1ie only dumb 
question 

Sensitivity training workshops 
were given by Linda Schilling and 
Grant Peterson; the fact that it was 
offered in both the morning and 
afternoon workshop sessions 
stressed its importance. 

Schilling discussed the pro¬ 
grams promoted in Santa Clara 
County, and detailed the kind of 
training that speakers received. 
This preparation stressed a reliance 
on what it is like to be gay, using 
the pattern derived from that of the 
Lambda Institute of San Francisco, 
but altered from male-only to fe¬ 
male-inclusive. Emphasis was 
placed on encouraging the student 
audiences to “ask anything !” 

“The only dumb question is the 
one not asked,” she stressed. 

Role reversal from questioner 
to student audience member com¬ 
pleted the training. 

Peterson, who has had many 


different roles in his career in edu¬ 
cation, and who came out to his 
colleagues years ago, discussed 
his participation in sensitivity 
training in Alameda County, espe¬ 
cially at Logan High School in 
Union City. He said a gay youth 
panel is vital in preparing teach¬ 
ers, counselors, and administrators 
to become helpful to gay teens. 

The “Youth Concerns” work¬ 
shop was also offered in both the 
morning and afternoon sessions. 
Major problems were quickly 
brought out. The first goal, imme¬ 
diately cited, was to overcome the 
sense of isolation faced by gay 
and lesbian teens. Then, eradicat¬ 
ing the stereotypes - “gays look 
alike,” “lesbians are ugly,” “all 
they think about is sex,” etc. - was 
seen as a goal to work for. 

Of course, other problems that 
are usually much closer to gay 
youth’s daily life were also cited 
as pressing: conquering substance 
abuse; avoiding HIV infection; 
and, perhaps most dangerous, the 
depressive tendency to consider 
suicide as a way out of the dis¬ 
turbing condition of being gay. 

Andrew Gans, a co-facilitator 
for the task force, outlined some 
signal achievements since the ef¬ 
fort began in 1993 and was re¬ 
formed in 1994 including the in¬ 
troduction of issues to those 
schools that provide resources for 
education and the improvement of 
the lives of gay teens; an “out¬ 
reach to the invisible” that con¬ 
tacts gay teens who havenT had an

terviews with the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter 

California State Assembly¬ 
woman Sheila Kuehl, whose of¬ 
fice provided support for the lob¬ 
bying effort begun in 1992 by The 
P.E.R.S.O.N. Project (formerly 
known as Project 21), and other 
groups, told the B.A.R. that the op¬ 
tional status of health classes in 
most California school districts 
could water down the potential 
impact. But it’s still definitely a 
win. 

“I wish, of course, that all stu¬ 
dents would come into contact 
with this curriculum, minimum as 
it is,” she said. “But it appears that 
only some students in our state 
will be allowed to consider the va¬ 
riety of health issues that they 
face. I would praise the board for 
adopting this curriculum in the 
face of the adversity for even con¬ 
sidering it. 

“1 think it’s always a victory 
not only for gay and lesbian stu¬ 
dents and the community 
statewide whenever a small step is 
taken to allow our community to 
be more visible. I think it’s also a 
victory in general for students in 
the state to be allowed to learn 
about the diversity and variety 
about people in the state. Igno¬ 
rance should not be the basis of 
our education system.” 


It*s norml 

Realistically, education about 
gays and lesbians has already be¬ 
come the norm among most of 
California’s 800 health teachers 
throughout the state, despite the 
constant pressure placed on 
school boards by right-wing 
groups, said Ric Loya, Vice-Pres¬ 
ident of California Association of 
School Health Educators, and a 
health teacher at Huntington Park 
High School, located in Southeast 


Los Angeles. He said he spends a 
whole day on it, and again during 
a lesson on teen suicide. “You 
can’t avoid the subject,” he said, 
“even if you want to.” 

Loya said that the most recent 
statistics, from 1990, revealed that 
just 60 out of 1,200 California 
school districts required health 
class. “That sounds worse than it 
is,” he added, since the two largest 
in the state. Long Beach and Los 
Angeles Unified School Districts, 
both have a health class require¬ 
ment, and more districts could be 
added. “We’re optimistic for the 
first time in a long time,” he said. 

Former teacher and current 
San Francisco Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano recalled that in 1992, 
when he testified on behalf of a 
gay-inclusive health curriculum 
as president of the San Francisco 
Board of Education, even the con¬ 
servative members of the state 
board were horrified as Lou Shel¬ 
don hammered away at homosex¬ 
uals for being nothing but eaters 
of feces. As the next speaker to 
follow Sheldon, Ammiano 
cracked the joke, “1 feel like I 
have to wear my goulashes,” 
causing even the Deukmejian ap¬ 
pointees to laugh. 

With the McGraw Hill-Glen- 
coe package, said Ammiano, 
“What they finally got was a small 
thing - but it’s the right step. It’s 
an acknowledgment, we have 
something to hang our hats on, 
and we can proceed. It’s the old 
story of oppression: they try and 
wear you out.” 

“The interesting thing is that 
as we advance in technology, text¬ 
books will not be as important,” 
and equal emphasis should be 
placed on providing gay-inclusive 
software and videos, he said. 
“Textbooks,” he predicted, “will 
be a backup.” 

One way to ensure that gay 
and lesbian issues reach the class¬ 
room is teacher training, and for 
gay and lesbian parents to go to 
school board meetings, he said.V

tinge of apprehension shone on 
the faces of those gay men who 
gathered a half-dozen blocks off 
the Mall. They girded themselves 
for the unknown challenge of 
marching openly into an event or¬ 
chestrated by the NOI, a group 
known to be vocally homophobic. 

“I’m not here because of Far- 
rakhan, or despite Farrakhan, or to 
spite Farrakhan,” said Derek Liv¬ 
ingston, a co-chair of the 1993 
Gay Rights March on Washing¬ 
ton. “I’m here because we are 
family and we are in crisis.” 

Leadership Forum co-founder 


Phill Wilson was the inspiration 
behind this rally. He recited a list 
of friends and leaders lost “from 
AIDS and other illnesses” as his 
reason for marching. “Black men 
loving black men is a revolution¬ 
ary act,” he said. 

“I say, let the revolution begin.” 

*You are the vanguard’ 

“What we are talking about 
today is a revolution in our think¬ 
ing, a revolution in our way of 
seeing ourselves, and our relation¬ 
ship to our community at large,” 
said Leadership Forum executive 
director Keith Boykin. 

“You are the vanguard. You 
send the message of courage and 
hope to all those who cannot be 
here. We represent the tens of 
thousands of black gay men who 
are assembled on the Mall today 
and cannot be there openly. We 
represent them. 

“By wearing your African rain¬ 
bows, by showing your pride, you 
will send a signal today to those 
who cannot yet be there but will 
be there in the future.” 

The marchers were advised of 
security precautions, to stay to¬ 
gether for protection. “Do not re¬ 
spond to verbal outbursts from 
others,” offered one parade mar¬ 
shal. “They are not our enemies, 
they are just ignorant.” And with 
that the group exuberantly stepped 
off for the Mall. 

Their chants and placards drew 
a few rounds of applause but 
mainly looks of surprise and be¬ 
musement from those they passed. 


At the National Archives on Penn¬ 
sylvania Avenue a lone man react¬ 
ed by tracking them for half a 
block with harangues that they 
were “unnatural” and “immoral,” 
pointing his thumbs down. He 
seemed to protest too much. 

Another seemingly straight ob¬ 
server commented to his friend, 
“Well, if you have a million men 
they say you’ll have 100,000 fag¬ 
gots.” There was no malice in his 
tone; it was a simple acknowledg¬ 
ment of fact. 

On the Mall itself, as the group 
worked its way into a more thick¬ 
ly settled patch of grass, their 
rhythmic chant of “Gay men of 
African descent” seemed to clear 
a way through the crowd. For 
Boykin it was “the most moving 
part of the day.” 

On the stage at the foot of the 
Capitol the program droned on. 
Boykin had been told that an 
openly gay man would speak from 
it, but nobody identified them¬ 
selves as such. 

“What was going on on the 
Mall among the participants was 
so unrelated to what was happen¬ 
ing on stage,” said Alexander 
Robinson, president of the black- 
oriented National Task Force on 
AIDS Prevention. He called the 
speakers “background noise” to 
the main event. 

The organizers from the Lead¬ 
ership Forum stayed for the entire 
program, then returned to 
Boykin’s home for a well-de¬ 
served celebration. They had 
made history. T

Mayoral candidate Willie 
Brown is clear that, despite en¬ 
dorsements from every major gay 
and lesbian political organization 
in town, he isn’t taking the gay 
vote for granted. In fact, he told 
the Bay Area Reporter, “I don’t 
take for granted that I will get the 
bulk of any particular vote. 

“I think the endorsement gives 
me the credibility, gives me the 
access to make my pitch” about 
his background in gay politics, 
which stretches back to the 1960s, 
when he was the first California 
legislator to propose decriminaliz¬ 
ing sodomy. 

“I plan to work for each and 
every vote” cast by lesbians and 
gays, he said. 

Although there are several San 
Franciscans who say they have 
heard Brown remark that gays and 
lesbians “are not ready” to lead 
themselves, the candidate stead¬ 
fastly denies ever having said it. “I 
got the first AIDS funding bill 
[passed],” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “so I’m not going to let 
anyone discredit me; that some¬ 
body is doing a disservice to me 
and my effectiveness on the issue 
of dealing with the issues affect¬ 
ing gays and lesbians.” 

His ideas on HIV/AIDS in the 
city include more and better pre¬ 
vention programs in the schools, 
holding a worldwide conference 
on AIDS in San Francisco, and 
paying more attention to the 
growth rate of HIV/AIDS among 
people of color. 

“And finally,” he said, “the 
mayor doesn’t fully understand 
the advocacy role he needs to play 
in pursuit of the research dollars 
from the major pharmaceutical 
houses of the world that could be 
very easily acquired on an ex¬ 
panded basis at UC Medical Cen¬ 
ter as well as SF General.” 

Brown also spoke at length 
about problems affecting youth 
these days, including the queer 
youth - many of whom are run¬ 
aways - who have always been a 


big part of the picture in San Fran¬ 
cisco youth programs. 

If he were mayor. Brown said, 
“There would be an emphasis in 
pushing the old-line gay and les¬ 
bian organizations to devote some 
of their resources exclusively to 
gay youth.” 

He told the Bay Area Reporter 
that San Francisco needs to return 
to the network of youth centers so 
prevalent in his day, which he said 
formed bonds among restless 
teenagers, the neighborhoods, and 
businesses. 

“There was an alternative for 
youth to any criminal conduct,” 
along with dispute resolution 
mechanisms - “and without any 
formality to it.” 

Youth organizations exist in 
San Francisco, he acknowledged, 
adding that they need to be put to 
better use, and the city govern¬ 
ment ought to work in partner¬ 
ships with the schools. 

Brown also discussed housing 
issues, saying that the supply of 
city housing projects must be re¬ 


placed, and that the replacement 
must represent the diversity of the 
city. 

“You cannot have a successful 
public housing program in any 
city,” he said, “unless you get 
away from the idea that you’re in¬ 
stitutionalizing poor people in one 
locale.” The mayor can start by 
supplying greater stability within 
the Housing Authority, which has 
gone through three directors since 
1991, he said. “Clearly that has 
created instability within that op¬ 
eration,” he told the B.A.R. 

Further, he said, “What I in¬ 
tend to do - no matter with or 
without what they do at the feder¬ 
al level - is to have a $100 million 
bond issue that will be devoted to 
housing. That bond issue and the 
proceeds from it will primarily be 
used by the public-private partner¬ 
ship involving the community- 
based housing organizations. 

“Clearly the specialty organi¬ 
zations that will fulfill the need for 
AIDS patient-related housing will 
be a part of that.” ▼

Affirmative Action Meeting 
Attracts Strong Gay Support

More than 250 participants at¬ 
tended a meeting about affirmative 
action at the Cathedral Hill Hotel in 
San Francisco Thursday, October 5. 
Somewhat surprisingly, only 40 
were African-Americans; organiz¬ 
ers believe that holding the meeting 
in a predominantly white neighbor¬ 
hood may have contributed to the 
lack of African-American participa¬ 
tion - or, they said, perhaps the 
African-American community feels 
that it has greater problems then the 
loss of affirmative action in Califor¬ 
nia universities; unemployment, the 
rapidly increasing rate of young 
black men being sent to prison, and 
the constant attacks on public hous¬ 
ing. 

Speakers at the meeting were 
of different ethnic groups, includ¬ 
ing Hindu, African-American, 
Asian/Pacific Islander, and His¬ 


panic. Most shared the same con¬ 
cerns about the removal of affir¬ 
mative action from the U.C. cam¬ 
puses, but as steps to defend affir¬ 
mative action were discussed, it 
became apparent that the Asian 
community was being split apart 
over the issue. 

There was no such split appar¬ 
ent in the gay/lesbian community: 
although affirmative action, as 
written, has never included 
gay/lesbian issues, gays and les¬ 
bians of color and their white 
counterparts showed strong sup¬ 
port for it. The strongest, most 
memorable gay/lesbian speaker 
was Howard Wallace, co-chair of 
the Gay/Lesbian Labor Alliance. 

As the night went on the par¬ 
ticipants broke into two groups - 
students and non-students - and 
various steering committees were 
formed of Asians, Native Ameri¬ 
cans, Africap-Americans, and 


Latinos of various age groups and 
educational backgrounds. The one 
element that was lacking from the 
steering committees was gays and 
lesbians of color. 

Lesbians and gays of color 
voiced concern that white gay 
males, who theoretically find it 
easier to “pass” into mainstream 
white America - if they are will¬ 
ing to disavow their sexual identi¬ 
ty, of course - can never fully rep¬ 
resent gays and lesbians of color 
on this issue, since they will not 
suffer the same economic conse¬ 
quences if affirmative action falls. 

The statement was not intend¬ 
ed to divide the gay or lesbian 
community along lines of color, 
they agreed, but to make white 
gays and lesbians aware of how 
serious the loss of affirmative ac¬ 
tion would be for gays and les¬ 
bians of color who cannot hide 
their race. T

It’s not uncommon for lesbians 
to go out and make some luck of 
their own these days, particularly in 
the field of fundraising for projects 
that specifically benefit our com¬ 
munity. That’s exactly what Un¬ 
common Legacy Foundation, Inc. 
has been working on for the past 
five years with grants aimed at les¬ 
bian organizations and individuals. 

Their West Coast Tea Dance, 
scheduled for this Saturday, Octo¬ 
ber 21, is part of this fundraising 
effort to create a national lesbian 
endowment fund, said Legacy 
board member Melinda Cuthbert 
and co-chair for this second annu¬ 
al dance. Last year’s Tea Dance 
raised $21,(XX), she said, part of 
their goal to build a $10 million 
endowment fund. The second an¬ 
nual event, at 2020 Jackson Street, 
will include gourmet dining at Ru¬ 
bicon, a silent auction, and the 
music of Out of the Blue. 

“Even though lesbians might 
be donors, they’re donating to 
their colleges, to their churches 
and the traditional organizations,” 
said Cuthbert. Unlike traditional 
fundraising efforts, Uncommon 
Legacy is working towards cre¬ 
ation of a permanent base to make 
donations with, so they aren’t con¬ 
stantly focused on raising money. 
“The goal is to have a source of 
capital for future projects so we’re 
not always exhausting ourselves 
raising money for operating bud¬ 
gets,” said Cuthbert. 

She said that 50 percent is 
given to community-based groups 
and scholarships, and 50 percent

Ryan White CARE Act of ’95: 
The hatUe isn’t over yet!

The CARE Act of 1995 is now 
in the conference committee that 
will decide which parts of the Sen¬ 
ate and House versions will consti¬ 
tute the final legislation. Although 
still funded pending re-authoriza¬ 
tion, the act has officially expired 
and is funded at five percent less. It 
is vital that the CARE act be re-au- 
thorized AS AR 

It is also important that the final 
version is the one that will best 
serve people with AIDS and jeop¬ 
ardize no one. 

Hie politics: 

• Mandatory HIV Testing 
(Again): The House version stinks: 
it encourages mandatory testing. 
The Senate version, proposed by 
Senator Nancy Kassebaum (R- 
Kansas), would legislate the CDC 
guidelines regarding testing of 
pregnant women and newborns, 
which stress education and volun¬ 
tary testing - a much more rational 
approach ! 

• Cuts To Title I (which pro¬ 
vides funding to San Francisco): 
Our city and other epicenters can¬ 
not afford any cuts. However, they 
may be inevitable. The House ver¬ 
sion is the lesser of two evils, cut¬ 
ting Title I funds by five percent - 
compared to the Senate version, 
which cuts them by seven percent. 


• Title II Funding Formula (cov¬ 
ers mostly state and rural pro¬ 
grams): The House version pro¬ 
vides a more equitable distribution 
than that being offered by the Sen¬ 
ate. 

• Single Appropriation of Titles 
I and II means that states would re¬ 
ceive a lump sum instead of being 
earmarked for specific populations 
and programs. Although there has 
been some disagreement on this 
issue, single appropriation could 
jeopardize vital state programs 
such as the AIDS Drug Assistance 
Program in California. Therefore, 
these advocates prefer the Senate 
version, which would employ sin¬ 
gle appropriation for one year. The 
House version would single-appro¬ 
priate for the full five years of the 
Act. 

Hie politicians 

• Congressman Henry Waxman 
is on the conference committee, 
and is therefore a powerful Cali¬ 
fornian. He should now support the 
Kassebaum amendment over his

Wilson Vetoes Prisoner 
Compassionate Release Bill 


by Mary Ann Swissier 

Over the objections of several 
hundred organizations and indi¬ 
viduals - including the Catholic 
Conference of Bishops - Gover¬ 
nor Pete Wilson vetoed a compas¬ 
sionate release bill for chronically 
ill prisoners Monday, October 16. 

“I expected this,” said Judy 
Greenspan, director of the AIDS 
in Prison Project of Catholic Char¬ 
ities. 

“We always hope for miracles, 
but this is not a time for miracles,” 
said Greenspan. “It’s a continua¬ 
tion of Pete Wilson’s anti-people, 
anti-prison agenda.” This is the 
third compassionate release bill he 
has vetoed, she added. 

Assembly Bill 1408, which 


was introduced by Assemblyman 
Antonio Villaraigosa, passed both 
houses of the legislature this year. 
If signed into law it would have 
streamlined the application 
process for terminally ill prisoners 
who were judged no longer to be a 
threat to the community. 

Greenspan said in a statement 
to Wilson, “We will not be 
stopped by your veto and will re¬ 
double our efforts to win an ex¬ 
panded compassionate release 
process for prisoners with AIDS 
and other terminal illnesses.” 

With his veto, she said, Wilson 
displayed “a callous disregard for 
state taxpayers, who will continue 
to waste millions of dollars of 
their hard-earned money incarcer¬ 
ating dying prisoners. ... It will 


continue to be difficult to get peo¬ 
ple released on compassionate re¬ 
lease.” 

Although she could not cite ex¬ 
actly how many prisoners will be 
affected, the impact will be great, 
said Greenspan. Every four days 
one male prisoner with AIDS dies 
at the California Medical Facility 
at Vacaville State Prison. 

She characterized the alterna¬ 
tive to compassionate release, 
healthcare inside prisons and hos¬ 
pices, as substandard, inadequate, 
and twice as expensive as in the 
private sector. 

“Hospices should exist,” she 
said, “but they should exist in the 
context of a comprehensive med¬ 
ical strategy for prisoners, and that 
does not exist.” T 


And Compassionate Use Bill 


United Press international 

As expected. Governor Pete 
Wilson vetoed a measure Monday, 
October 16 that would have al¬ 
lowed seriously ill patients to use 
marijuana to ease their pain and 
discomfort. 

Despite studies touting use of 
the illegal drug to help some pa¬ 
tients, Wilson said the federal gov¬ 
ernment had found no medicinal 
use of marijuana. 

The measure by Assemblyman 
John Vasconcellos, D-Santa Clara, 
would have allowed people with 
AIDS, cancer, multiple sclerosis. 


and glaucoma to grow and use 
marijuana. 

Wilson said the bill would also 
hamper law enforcement efforts to 
combat drug use and failed to in¬ 
clude limits on the amount of mar¬ 
ijuana a patient could grow or 
carry. 

“This bill would for all intent 
and purposes legalize marijuana 
possession and cultivation in Cali¬ 
fornia,” Wilson said. 

Wilson vetoed a similar mea¬ 
sure last year. 

Advocates of the medical mar¬ 
ijuana bill expressed disappoint¬ 
ment with Wilson and said they 


would begin circulating an initia¬ 
tive next month to legalize use of 
the drug. 

“This initiative is more about 
love and compassion than it is 
about marijuana,” said Dennis 
Peron, director of Californians for 
Compassionate Use. “We will col¬ 
lect the signatures and end the war 
on sick and dying people.” 

Supporters said use of the drug 
helped certain patients with seri¬ 
ous medical conditions. They said 
marijuana helped AIDS and can¬ 
cer patients fight nausea and vom¬ 
iting caused by treatment and MS 
sufferers ease their pain. ▼

C omplete the following 
phrase, taken from a re¬ 
cent article in the New 
York Times: “...Males will 
often do whatever they can to seize 
the resource they covet most: fe¬ 
male sexuality. As for their meth¬ 
ods, we’re not talking champagne 
and soft jazz. A male may follow a 
female around, biting, slapping or 
screeching at her until she relents, 

as often happens among _ 

Admit it: you thought the missing 
phrase was “Republican senators.” 
Actually, it was “chimpanzees.” 

The article, titled “Sexual Ha¬ 
rassment: Why Even Bees Do It,” 
is a survey of recent research. It re¬ 
veals that all throughout the animal 
kingdom, males pursue females 
and attempt to rape them. Young 
male orangutans, for example, at¬ 
tempt to rape every female they en¬ 
counter. (So in some species Sena¬ 
tor Packwood’s behavior would be 
considered normal.) Male sea ot¬ 
ters occasionally drown females 
while attempting to rape them. 
Homy male bees interrupt females 
in their work collecting food in fu¬ 
tile attempts to mount their disin¬ 
terested prey. 

It’s not a pretty picture, but the 
scientists see no mystery as to why 
it is so. Every critter wants to re¬ 
produce, but the females have to do 
all of the hard biological work of 
producing the offspring. They want 
to be choosy about who they mate 
with. The male, whose contribution 
is over in something under 30 sec- 
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onds, wants to impregnate anyone 
and everyone he can, whether they 
want it or not. From the genetic 
perspective, it doesn’t matter how 
many females he kills or maims 
trying to mate with them, provided 
some get pregnant and bear his off¬ 
spring. 


Commentary 

The article has already been 
criticized for “normalizing” sexual 
harassment and implying that it’s 
“natural.” And while one should 
avoid overgeneralizing from ani¬ 
mal studies to human behavior, 
some of the parallels described 
can’t help but raise the issue of 
what is “natural.” 

For example, some female 
monkeys seek protection from 
young, aggressive males by joining 
the harem of some established 
dominant Alpha male. This return 
of safety in exchange for slavery 
sounds so much like “traditional 
marriage” that it’s spooky. 

Natural sex 

However, I’m more intrigued 
by some of the other defenses de¬ 
scribed. To return to the article: 

“Some females take a feminist 
approach, forming coalitions with 
other females. This strategy is most 
elaborate among the bonobo or 
pygmy chimpanzee, in which fe¬ 
males cement their social bonds 
with frequent genital-to-genital 
rubbings and jointly keep immi¬ 
grant males from intruding on their 
group. In at least two cases, coali¬ 
tions of females bonobos have 
killed offending males.” 

In short, we have male-murder- 
ing lesbian separatist chimpanzees! 
If only Senator Packwood had been 
a bonobo chimp, he might have re¬ 
ceived more appropriate punish¬ 
ment for his crimes. 

But you can see how this exam¬ 
ple raises all sorts of questions 
about what is “natural.” From the 
scientists’ perspective, this behav¬ 
ior is “natural” not only because it 
appears in the wild, but also be¬ 
cause it’s successful in its goal of 
preserving control of the gene line. 
They see the males’ desire to im¬ 
pregnate anyone as natural and the 
females’ desire to choose their own 
mate as equally natural. 

A deeper challenge to current 
ideology lies in the chimps’ sexual 
behavior. The mainstream and 
Christian theorists say that it’s “ob¬ 
vious” that sex has only one “nat¬ 
ural” use; to produce offspring. Yet 
here we have an example in a non¬ 
human primate of sex occurring 
where procreation isn’t possible. If 
sex has a natural “bonding” func¬ 
tion, as the scientists above seem to 
assume, then “recreational” sex 
can claim to be as natural as pro- 
creative sex, which is currently 
held to be “not as bad” and “more 
natural” than sex for fun and bond¬ 
ing. 

Their behavior also has impli¬ 
cations in the genetics of homosex¬ 
uality. Do these lesbian chimps 
mate with and bear children from 
males of their own choice? You 


can’t tell from the article. But if 
they do, it’s entirely possible that 
these baby chimps fare better than 
the offspring of the heterosexual 
female monkeys, because of the 
greater safety and security of the 
lesbian pack compared to the dan¬ 
gerous life of a lone female subject 
to every rapist’s whim. 

If this is the case, then we have 
a way in which homosexuality be¬ 
comes a survival characteristic, one 
that actually increases the likeli¬ 
hood of genes being passed on. 
This flatly contradicts the conven¬ 
tional wisdom that homosexuality, 
by inhibiting reproduction, must 
invariably tend to fade into extinc¬ 
tion. If, in some situations, homo¬ 
sexuality produces a survival ad¬ 
vantage, it is only “natural” that it 
should persist. 

Complete hash 

Of course, this little study, if 
taken seriously, makes complete 
hash of most official theories of the 
causes of homosexuality. It is safe 
to assume that none of those 
bonobo chimps had unresolved 
oedipal complexes which resulted 
in their lesbianism. Nor is it likely 
that the absence of prayers in the 
schools or lack of regular church 
attendance turned them queer. It 
implies, quite clearly, that homo¬ 
sexuality is a natural response to 
certain social situations. 

Unfortunately, the people who 
claim that homosexuality is unnat¬ 
ural will probably never see this 
study. They tend not to look at any 
research done after 1960 unless 
they do it themselves. 

It also implies that homosexual 
behavior has a social, learned com¬ 
ponent, whether or not it also has a 
genetic base. This is scarcely 
shocking to most gender re¬ 
searchers, who have assumed this 
for some time. But it deals another 
blow at those trying to pin down 
“the gay gene.” 

The searchers for the gay gene 
say that its discovery will prove 
that homosexuality is “natural,” 
part of the great compendium of bi¬ 
ological behaviors. It may or may 
not prove that; what we can be sure 
of, however, is that as soon as it’s 
identified, somebody will figure 
out how to suppress it, if only by 
aborting fetuses found to be carry¬ 
ing the tainted gene. Will this real¬ 
ly be an advance for gay rights? 

The lesson of the bonobo 
chimps is much more upbeat. Ho¬ 
mosexuality is natural not because 
it’s included in the gene pool 
(which it may or may not be) but 
because it’s a natural response to 
many situations. 

In any event, the bonobo 
chimps can proudly take their place 
among Notable Lesbians of the An¬ 
imal Kingdom. They join the whip- 
tail lizards (which procreate 
parthegenetically, without the as¬ 
sistance of males, after an episode 
of lesbian sex) and the famous les¬ 
bian seagulls. Maybe it’s just a 
matter of evolution, and after a few 
more millennia, even Christian 
fundamentalists will have evolved 
to the level of the chimpanzee and 
be able to sustain homosexual rela¬ 
tionships. Let’s hope so. T

? laywright and novelist Jim Grimsley looks a little bleary-eyed when I show up to 
interview him at 9 a.m at his room at Beck’s Motor Lodge near the Castro. Per¬ 
haps that’s not too surprising as he’s in the midst of a 20-city tour for his second 
novel. Dream Boy, and today (Sept. 21) is his 40th birthday. Also, it’s Leather 
Pride Week, and the hotel is jumping, so the already weary author didn’t get much sleep 
after his reading at A Different Light the night before.

Currently teaching fiction writing at Emory University in Atlanta, Grimsley is also the 
playwright-in-residence for The VStages Theatre there. On a dreaiy, gray San Francisco 
morning, we drink bad hotel coffee and discuss both his life his work and the some¬

Comic Suzy Berger Plays It 
Straight in The Talking Cure 


Berger Deluxe

ardon the nail polish,” 
,, Suzy Berger says after we 
shake hands. “It’s for the 
show. I never wear it, but 
it’s right for the character.” Berger 
is talking about Jody, the character 
she plays in The Talking Cure, the 
new one-woman show she has 
written and is starring in at Josie’s 
Cabaret. Like Berger, Jody is a 
thirtysomething woman with a 
great deal to say, but, unlike Berg¬ 
er, Jody is a heterosexual who has 
just made her first male friend, 
Gary, a gay man with AIDS.. 

Diminutive and enthusiastic, 
Berger is well known to gay audi¬ 
ences nationally as the lesbian 
stand-up comic with the New 
York accent, and locally as an ac¬ 
tress in Theatre Rhino productions 
Life of the Party and Balm In 
Gilead. At the moment Berger is 
all worked up over her show, 
which she describes as an AIDS 
play that uses humor to make it 
accessible. “I felt compelled to 
write this play,” she says. “People 
say, ‘Why another AIDS play?’ 
and I say, you know what? It’s 
been part of my life for the last 10 
years, too. I want to contribute 
something, and I’ll keep doing the 
comedy, but I felt like I had some¬ 
thing more to say.” 

Berger is in the unusual posi¬ 
tion of being one of only a few 
lesbians who has written AIDS 
plays. “I felt guilty for a while,” 
Berger admits. “I asked myself, 
‘How come I’m not writing about 
breast cancer?’ Well, you know 
why? It hasn’t had a large impact 
on my life. I’m happy to say. 
Maybe if it ever does I’ll write a 
play. But the truth is, this play is 
universal for anyone who has ex¬ 
perienced loss or grief. I still have 
something to say, and it’s my life 
that influences what I write, not 
anyone else’s. Look, if people 
have a problem with me writing 
about this, I don’t want to know 
about it because I think the mes¬ 
sage is greater than their petti¬ 
ness.” 

Cathartic 

The Talking Cure, Berger’s 
first play, draws on both her per¬ 
sonal life experience and work as 
a drama therapist. “Drama therapy 
is just like theater in that it is all 
about catharsis,” she explains. 
“Catharsis is the release of feel¬ 
ings with some kind of insight, 
and theater with its aesthetic dis¬ 
tance allows us that. That’s why 
we go to the movies or to a play to 
laugh, or cry, or be scared. It’s 
safe. I use humor with AIDS to 
provide distance. If I’m doing a 
scene in a hospital room and I say 
something funny, the audience is 
with me. Through the laughter 
they can sit back and watch what

is really happening. As an actress 
and a therapist I want to fuse the 
two worlds together and see what 
I can come up with.” 

In the process of writing the 
play, Berger says she realized she 
has a lot to say and is already 
mentally preparing her next show. 
“I’m so interested in discovering 
who people really are,” Berger ef¬ 
fuses. “You know. I’m a lesbian, 
I’m a Jew, and I have a New York 


One From the Heart 

F or those who are primarily interested in Suzy Beiger’s stand- 
up comedy, her first solo show. The Talking Cure, might dash 
high expectations. Berger can certainly drop a funny line as 
well as anyone in the business, but this piece is not a laugh 
riot. Instead, The Talking Cure is the sweet, nostalgic story of a 
straight woman’s gradual coming of age in the Age of AIDS. 

Jody Grossman is a Spanish teacher who has transplanted her¬ 
self from Jewish Brooklyn Heights to San Francisco. While she 
knows a lot about gay men, Jody doesn’t actually know any. This 
changes, however, when she meets her neighbor Gary, a gay man 
with AIDS. 

The Talking Cure is about the oft-presented straight woman/gay 
man relationship. Even though he has AIDS and gets progressive¬ 
ly sicker during the course of the story, Gary is a compassionate 
loving doll of a human being. On the other hand, Donald, Jody’s 
on again/ off again boyfriend, is a jerk. But this is only part of the 
story. As the writer of the piece, Berger works gallantly to make 
the story special, and she generally succeeds. 

Designed to flash back and forth in time. The Talking Cure fo¬ 
cuses mostly on the relationship between Jody and Gary, moving 
them from acquaintances to friends to family. Still, J^y is the 
focus. As Berger journeys across the stage in Arturo Catricala’s 
rather obvious blocking, Jody journeys deeper and deeper into her 
own humanity. 

Berger pulls off this emotional journey by means of her excep¬ 
tional acting skills. As singular as the material is in perspective, 
Berger gives Jody depth and vulnerability, making her the kind of 
friend we would all like to have. 

It’s difficult not to be moved by someone falling in love, and, in 
effect, this is what is happening to Jody. Her relationship with Gary 
begins as a small part of her life but ends up occupying a large part 
of it, and this is what love does to all of us. In this respect, Berger 
has done a great job wooing the audience as well. Jody is funny, 
charming and sincere. She also has spunk. These are qualities we 
all want in our friends. For these reasons alone, Berger’s show is a 
pleasant way to spend an hour. ▼ — Jerry Metzker

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Eureka Theatre Returns With Autumn Canticle

^ new production, John W. 
Lowell’s Autumn Canticle, which 
premiered last week at First Con¬ 
gregational Church. When the 
Eureka Theatre began 23 years 
ago, the company’s original site 
was Trinity Methodist Church at 
16th and Market, so performing 
in a church appears to be a good 
omen for this progressive theater 
company, which has championed 
the plays of such distinguished 
playwrights as Maria Irene 
Fornes, Sam Shepard, Caryl 
Churchill, Dario Fo, and Tony 
Kushner. 

Autumn Canticle concerns 
Peter Billings (Daniel Caldwell), 
one of America’s foremost com¬ 
posers, and his life partner, bari¬ 
tone David Williams (David 
Ogden Stiers, Major Winchester 
of M*A *S*H), for whom Billings 
has composed most of his com¬ 
positions. But hard work and bad 
habits have left Billings’ body 
weak and exhausted his creativi¬ 
ty. After returning home from by¬ 
pass surgery, he finds what little 
solace he can in writing his mem¬ 
oirs with an eager young devotee, 
Peter (Michael Oosterom), who 
has taken up residence in their 
home. Williams is not pleased 
with this situation and he works 
hard to change it. 

The characters in Autumn 
Canticle are unapologetically, 
comfortably gay, and although 
being so does affect their attitudes 
and responses, the play itself is 
about everything but that. Unlike 
our current display of gay drama 
(which is as much about display 
as it is drama). Autumn Canticle 
is about issues that are not intrin¬ 
sically gay - the loss of talent, the 
dissolution of a sexual relation¬ 
ship, and the effect of death on a 
relationship many years old. 

David Ogden Stiers’ direction 
is polished and elegant. In fact, 
several scenes are so beautifully 
rendered they linger in the mind 
afterward. For example, after 
bringing Billings his pills, 
Williams drinks out of the same 
glass. All the sex and cuddling in 
the world could not convey more 
clearly or subtly this couple’s 30- 
year partnership than this small, 
intimate moment. 

Granted, there are problems, 
particularly in the second act, 
where Williams picks up the 
water tray and begins to leave the 
room about 20 times before actu¬ 
ally going. But for the most part. 
Autumn Canticle buzzes along 
without a hitch. 

The only weak link in the 
show is Daniel Caldwell’s acting. 
On stage he is ill at ease, and his 
line execution falls somewhere 
between late and fumbled. Al¬ 
though Billings is supposed to be 
physically unwell, (I!aldwell has 
internalized the illness so deeply 
that he just looks tired, and that is 
not the same thing as recovering 
from open heart surgery. It is no 
wonder that Ogden Stiers seems, 
at times, to be pressing the situa¬ 
tion. As a director and an actor, 
he knows it is essential to keep 
the play moving. 

For his part, Ogden Stiers is a 
consummate performer. His act¬ 
ing goes down like a soothing 
broth on a cold autumn day. Oos¬ 
terom is also quite good. T

ducer Rich Baker, Malcolm got 
his idea off the ground and into a 
theater. 

Quiz Bang audiences have 
been building steadily over the 
last seven months. On a recent 
Monday night the theater was 
nearly full, filled mostly with 
male couples tittering, cheering 
and whispering answers into each 
other’s ears. Many come to root 
for friends who are contestants, 
but even more come to enjoy the 
antics of the fabulous host and 
hostess. 

Great chemistry 

It can safely be said that there 
are simply no two game show 
hosts like the stars of Quiz Bang. 
Leigh Crow, better known as Elvis 
Herselvis, is the unctuous. Wink 
Martindale-like host, complete 
with black tux and pink ruffled 
shirt. A commanding presence 
from the question podium. Crow’s 
elongated, exaggerated delivery is 
a dead-on impersonation of every 
game show host from Monty Hall 
to Pat Sajak. Crow’s partner in 
crime - and truth be told, a good 
host is nothing without a stunning 
hostess - is Miss Birdie, well 
known to patrons of the Artfull 
Circle Theater’s drag extravagan¬ 
zas as Birdie-Bob Watt. Dolled up 
with blonde curls in a French 
twist, high heels and a rainbow- 
striped sequin gown. Miss Birdie 
offers wryly ditzy commentary, 
works the audience, and turns the 
panels on the game board with all 
the grace of a Carol Merrill- 
trained Vanna White. 

Backstage last week. Birdie 
and Crow offered the insider’s 
view on Quiz Bang. “It’s a game 
and theater,’’ Crow explained. 
“It’s the game of theater!’’ Birdie 


concurred, but added, “This kind 
of show crosses a bunch of differ¬ 
ent lines. There are theater ele¬ 
ments; there are stand-up comedy 
elements; and there’s definitely a 
game show. At any given moment 
all three or none of those things 
could be happening. It’s its own 
■little animal.” 

Birdie has been with the show 
since its inception, but Crow 
stepped in several months later 
when original host Randy Pelos 
decided the gay game show gig 
wasn’t for him. “Because we have 
real contestants there’s a certain 
unknown quantity in the game,” 
Birdie said. “You can’t prepare for 
it beyond the shtick you do every 
week. It was hard for Randy. We 
had a certain chemistry, some 
good, some bad, but when Leigh 
came into the show, all that 
changed. We have great chem¬ 
istry.” 

While contestants accumulate 
points for answering questions in 
categories such as “Barbie,” “Bon 
Mots for Gay Boys,” “Who Cut 
the Cheese?” or “Quotable 
Queens,” Crow and Birdie serve 
as camp monitors - there can 
never be enough. Interaction with 
the audience - especially when 
they start shouting answers to the 
contestants - is frequent, and 
bearded creator Malcolm is al¬ 
ways seated in the front row busi¬ 
ly scribbling down point scores 
and making judgment calls on iffy 
answers. 

Campy but edgy 

While Quiz Bang is mostly fun 
and games, a subversive gay ele¬ 
ment is palpable. “When creating 
this show,” Malcolm explained, “I 
was very conscious about wanting 
to create something fun, campy 
and very gay- positive.” One re¬ 
cent category featured the ques¬ 
tion, “What was the first state to 
repeal its sodomy law?” The an-

swer: “Illinois in 1961.” Who 
knew? None of the contestants 
did. 

“Some of the questions on the 
show are a real re-examination of 
themes,” Birdie said. “You get all 
kinds of dirt on gay sports figures, 
Judy Garland’s shoes, historical 
figures, you name it. You can take 
all these little pieces and you can 
put together a whole picture, or 
start to put it together or think 
about starting to put it together. 
Not to make it sound like public 
service, but it’s really easy to 
learn something during the 
show.” 

The writers, at this point, are 
all gay men, and in between cate¬ 
gories dealing with gay icons, his¬ 
tory and entertainment they show 
their teeth. A recent category 
about right wing politicians was 
called “Dumb and Dumber.” A 
category about evangelists sport¬ 
ed the moniker “White Trash',” 
and a “mixed” category titled 
“Christian Coalition or Barnyard 
Animals?” found its way to the 
board. 

As for future plans, Malcolm, 
the game’s guru, said he would 
like to find a home on cable, but 
the logistical nightmares will take 
time to work out. Until then, the 
Quiz Bang bunch will be content 
with their Monday night berth at 
the Cable Car Theatre and the oc¬ 
casional charity event, like the up¬ 
coming PAWS night (complete 
with post-show Tupperware 
party), or the “Diva Night,” in 
which Connie Champagne, Miss 
X and Joan Jett Blal^ will com¬ 
pete to raise money for their fa¬ 
vorite charities. 

Malcolm said he is even con¬ 
sidering a “First Ladies’ Night” in 
which men in drag portray Lady¬ 
bird Johnson, Bess Truman and 
Mamie Eisenhower.

This is not the first time Berg¬ 
er has played a straight woman, 
and she admits it’s not much of a 
stretch. “I was playing ‘straight’ in 
this play and several weeks into 
rehearsal this gay guy comes up to 
me and asks me if 1 was married'' 
Berger says with mock horror. 
“Oh, my god! I was insulted. But I 
have auditioned for straight roles 
in my straight drag. It works. You 
have to pass if you’re gonna do a 
commercial where it’s a non¬ 
issue. I can get rid of my New 
York accent just as easily, so I 
don’t see a difference between one 
or the other. It’s my job as an ac¬ 
tress, and it’s my duty to be what¬ 
ever kind of person they need.” 

Even before The Talking Cure 
makes a splash, Berger has al¬ 
ready achieved a bit of immortal¬ 
ity: the chefs in the Josie’s 
Cabaret kitchen have named a 
burger after her - the Suzy Burg¬ 
er, a veggie burger with grilled 
onions, mushrooms and cheese 
on toast. The very thought of it 
draws a high-pitched squeal of 
delight from Berger that registers 
somewhere between a carnival 
whistle and a boiling tea kettle. 
“The burger,” Berger says, “is 
filling. No, wait.” She narrows 
her eyes and lowers her voice in 
an attempt to be sultry. “Say it’s 
satisfying.” T

Attack of the Man- 
Hating Lingerie Modeis

G ather ’round the fire, my 
children, and I shall tell 
you of a better time, a 
simpler time, a time when 
men were men and women had 
torpedo-like breasts, a time we 
call the 1950s. Those days are lost 
forever, I fear. But you can get a 
taste of that sweet era, for one 
week only, with the Castro The¬ 
atre’s brand-new 35mm Cine¬ 
mascope DeLuxe color print of 
Zsa Zsa Gabor’s Queen of Outer 
Space. 

I’m still trying to figure out 
why anyone would bother to re¬ 
store a Zsa Zsa Gabor movie. 
What exactly was the quality that 
was too precious to be denied the 
world of cinema? Was it the 
cheesy sheen of the zero-budget 
set design? The laboriously care¬ 
ful way that the actors hit their 
marks? The too-tacky-even-for- 
Frederick’s-of-Hollywood cos¬ 
tumes? 

Well, whatever their reason¬ 
ing, I’m glad they did it. Queen of 
Outer Space is a camp classic, 
and well worth your time if your 
laundry’s done and you don’t 
have anything better to do. It’s not 
a good movie, you understand. 
It’s cheap and tawdry, with third- 
rate acting and fifth-rate writing 
and production values that would 
have embarrassed the makers of 
Lost in Space. 

The plot (such as it is) con¬ 
cerns three Earth astronauts and 
an Earth scientist who crash-land 
on Venus. (I know, it sounds like a 
bad joke: “Three astronauts and a 
scientist crash-land on Venus, and 


one of them says to the bar¬ 
tender...’’) Much to their delight 
and dismay, they find that the 
planet has been taken over by 
sexy women in bad lingerie, ruled 
by the man-hating Queen of 
Venus. Many of the Venusian 
women are unhappy without men, 
however, and there is a growing 
subversive movement among 
them led by that former Miss 
Hungary of 1936, Zsa Zsa Gabor. 
Naturally. When you think “sub¬ 
versive underground leader,” 
don’t you immediately think of 
Zsa Zsa? 

Now, if you’re one of these 
people who hisses at the back¬ 
ward politics of old movies, then 
stay away. The movie is garishly 
sexist. It has no subtext whatsoev¬ 
er; its Neanderthalism is right on 
the surface, with lines’like, “We 
had to keep some of the men alive 
- scientists and mathematicians” 
and “Even if a woman could build 
a gizmo like that, she’d never 
know how to aim it ... you know 
women drivers.” (My own per¬ 
sonal favorite: “There are thou¬ 
sands of women like them, des¬ 
perately wishing for the old 
order.”) 

And consider yourself warned: 
Queen of Outer Space isn’t all 
bonbons and synthetic chiffon. 
There are several slow, stupid mo¬ 
ments that don’t even have bad- 
movie camp value. Be sure to get 
some decent snacks to keep you 
occupied; someone to neck with 
during the slow parts wouldn’t be 
a bad idea, either. 

But don’t let that keep you 
away. It may not be Citizen Kane. 
Okay, it’s definitely not Citizen 


Kane. But if you have a soft spot 
for dreadful Grade Z movies, then 
this one is not to be missed. T

B ack with yet another just-in-time^for-Halloween produc¬ 
tion, The Sick & Twisted Players present Poltergeist ~ The 
Play. Based on the 1982 Steven Spielberg-produced film 
about a suburban household taken over by evil ghosts. Pol¬ 
tergeist- The Play is everything we’ve come to expect from the 
Sick & Twisted bunch - silly, sloppy, and, in the words of director 
Tony Vapely, “extra-EXTTM low-budget.” 

Considering the number of special effects in the film, the stage 
translation - replete with strobe lights, fishing line, and silly string 
- ends up looking rougher than many of their previous productions. 
But, not unlike an elementary school play, therein lies the charm. 

Of course, the spirited performances help the cast pull it off with 
chutzpah. Kyle Overstreet’s rendition of the 8-year-old Robbie is 
an absolute scene-stealer, and Deena Davenport is perfect as the 
three-foot-tall clairvoyant, Tangina. 

Although it loses steam near the end, when the cast begins 
screaming every single line. Poltergeist - The Play is still a de¬ 
lightful, downright hysterical, parody. And if you’ve never seen the 
original film, by all means rent it before checking out the stage ver¬ 
sion. Much of the humor derives from the troupe’s attempts to 
replicate the special-effects scenes from the movie, which, accord¬ 
ing to Vaguely, become more numerous with each performance. 
(Though, in true S&T fashion, that seems more by circumstance 
than design.) ▼ —Adrian Roberts

magine an internationally 
known theater company 
mounting a production of 
Shakespeare’s Hamlet in 
which Hamlet must give his “To 
be or not to be” soliloquy while 
backed by a bunch of scantily clad 
Las Vegas showgirls who mimed 
his words. “To be” (right hand on 
right cheek), “or not to be” 
(change to left hand on left cheek). 
“That is the question” (left hand 
on top of head, right hand on hip 
while swinging hip out as far as 
possible). No one would take such 
a production seriously, and if the 
company persisted in desecrating 
the art form it was supposed to 
serve, it would soon lose the re¬ 
spect of both critics and audi¬ 
ences. 

Yet the San Francisco Opera 
often gives equally inappropriate 
stagings, especially of bel canto 
works. The most recent example 
of such heinousness at the War 
Memorial is the revival of Jean- 
Pierre Ponnelle’s production of 
Rossini’s delightful comedy La 
Cenerentola, which opened last 
Friday. (Perhaps superstitions 
about unlucky Friday the 13th 
have something to them after all.) 
How much of the vulgarity was in 
Ponnelle’s 1969 original staging, 
and how much is the invention of 
stage director Christopher Alden, I 
do not know. But any opera com¬ 
pany run by people who truly care 
about opera, and who are passion¬ 
ate about presenting the art form 
in the best possible way, would 
not have allowed Rossini’s 


retelling of the Cinderella story to 
be staged as a fagged-out version 
of The Three Stooges Go to Italy. 

The campy, gay-stereotyped 
actions of the men of the chorus 
and some of the male characters 
were downright offensive and 
should be stopped. Neither Rossi¬ 
ni’s music nor the libretto call for 
any of this tastelessness. It is sim¬ 
ply a directorial conceit. Certainly 
the SF Opera would never allow a 
director to put people in black 
face and have them shuffle across 
the stage while eating watermelon 
and rolling their eyes. So why 
does the opera encourage the gay 
equivalent? Shame on those re¬ 
sponsible! 

All this was especially unfortu¬ 
nate because Ponnelle’s sets are 
perfect for the fairy tale: light, el¬ 
egant, atmospheric and fun; and 
there was much to enjoy musical¬ 
ly- 

Best of all was bass-baritone 


Simone Alaimo as Cinderella’s 
stepfather Don Magnifico. Not 
only did he sing superbly (no easy 
task given Rossini’s music), but 
his riveting stage presence was a 
constant reminder that broad, Ital¬ 
ian buffo comedy can be hysteri¬ 
cally funny, even over the top, 
without becoming vulgar. Anyone 
who loves Italian opera should not 
miss this chance to enjoy such 
consummate artistry. 

Distinguished debuts 

One wonders why Olga Borod¬ 
ina chose Cenerentola (Cinderel¬ 
la) as her company debut. Nature 
probably intended the mezzo for 
heavier roles like Eboli or Car¬ 
men, to say nothing of the Russian 
repertoire. Still, her soft singing 
was a joy. In her opening aria, 
“Una volta c’era un re,” she ca¬ 
ressed phrases beautifully, creat¬ 
ing a sympathetic character while

he voice is the most myste¬ 
rious instrument there is,” 

said Jake Heggie, compos¬ 
er, pianist and public rela¬ 
tions associate at the San Francis¬ 
co Opera in a recent interview at 
the opera house. “It’s the most 
magical, the most personal, the 
most intimate. The combination of 
words and music has always 
grabbed me more than anything 
else. And now I’m always sur¬ 
rounded by voices, so writing for 
the voice is the most natural thing 
to do.” 

A few months ago Heggie 
learned that his setting of Emily 
Dickinson’s poem “If You Were 
Coming in the Fall” was selected 
as a winner of publisher G. 
Schirmer’s 1995 Young Ameri¬ 
can’s Art Song Competition. Out 
of 500 songs entered, only eight 
will be included in an anthology to 
be published early next year. 

On October 2, Heggie accom¬ 
panied mezzo-soprano Frederica 
von Stade in a performance of 
three of his songs at a fundraising 
concert for the AIDS Project of 
Contra Costa at First Congrega¬ 
tional Church in Berkeley. He 
credits the singer with helping him 
get back to composing after hav¬ 
ing put music-making on hold for 
a few years so that he could re¬ 
cover from a hand injury. “She’s 
my salvation in a way. It was 
when Flicka agreed to do a demo 
tape for me (for the Schirmer con¬ 
test) that I realized writing music 
must be something I was meant to 
do. I feel completely indebted to 
her. She really turned it around for 
me.” 

Ex-Angeleno 

Two years ago Heggie moved 
to San Francisco from Los Ange¬ 
les, first working at Cal Perfor¬ 
mances, then moving to the SF 
Opera. Shortly after arriving in the 
Bay Area, Heggie got back in 
touch with countertenor Brian 
Asawa, whom he had known at 
UCLA. “I had played for some of 
Brian’s lessons and worked with 
him on a couple of concerts when 
we were both undergrads at 
UCLA. When we did the Bach B 
Minor Mass, Brian sang the 
“Agnus Dei” and it was one of the 
most haunting things I’ve ever 
heard. 

“Brian mentioned he had a 
concert coming up in London at 
Wigmore Hall with pianist 
Melvyn Tan and asked if I would 
write something for it. I thought, 
Brian sings material that goes 
back several centuries and he real¬ 
ly needs something that is a very 
personal statement, something 
that lets him have fun with the 
music and lets him talk about him¬ 
self through the music. When 
Brian sings, we hear a beautiful 
sound and get this wonderful 
warmth and emotion from him - 
but let’s hear the real story,” Heg¬ 
gie added with a laugh. 

While living in Los Angeles, 
Heggie accompanied the LA Gay 
Men’s Chorus in numerous perfor¬ 
mances of Hidden Legacies and 
Flashpoint Stonewall, which the 
group sang in Carnegie Hall dur¬ 
ing the Stonewall 25 Celebration 
last year. Words to both composi¬ 
tions were written by John Hall, 
director of music theater and 
opera workshop at UCLA. Since 
Asawa had studied with Hall, and 
Heggie knew him well, “It just 
seemed natural to ask John to 
write the words.” The results, to 
be premiered in London on No¬ 
vember 21, is “Encountertenor, 
Three Songs for Countertenor and 
Fortepiano.” 

“I knew John’s poems were 
going to work because the minute 
they came over the fax machine

seeming to do very little. She con¬ 
siderately scaled down her large 
voice to match her partners’, but 
tended to disappear in larger en¬ 
sembles. Rossini wrote an enor¬ 
mous vocal range for his title 
character, from high B natural to 
low G-sharp below middle C, and 
Borodina had no trouble with ei¬ 
ther the range (though her voice 
whitened out at the very top) or 
the fiendish coloratura of the role. 
How cruel to ask her to sing her 
big aria at the end of the opera 
with the chorus standing behind 
her, effeminately swinging their 
bodies in time to the music, pok¬ 
ing fun at it as she effortlessly 
hurled out streams of rapid six¬ 
teenth notes. 

What I missed in Borodina’s 
otherwise .admirable performance 
was a sparkle, an effervescence 
which should run throughout 
Rossini’s music. Perhaps she was 
simply done in by the staging. It 
would be understandable. 

The evening’s other debut was 
conductor Carlo Rizzi, who gave 
a fleet, deft reading of the score, 
never overpowered the singers, 
and kept the orchestra bubbling. 


There were times the orchestra 
faded into inaudibility, but per¬ 
haps that was because I was sit¬ 
ting under the overhang. 

Tenor Kurt Streit was a believ¬ 
able Don Ramiro, Cinderella’s 
Prince. A couple of weak high Cs 
aside, he sang Rossini’s fiendish 
music superbly, making one wish 
that some of his big aria in Act 11 
had not been cut. As the Prince’s 
tutor Alidoro, bass-baritone Dale 
Travis sang well. Vocally, Nicolle 
Poland and Elizabeth Bishop were 
effective as the two stepsisters. 
They deserve an award for being 
able to sing at all considering the 
nonsense they were asked to do by 
the director. 

Unfortunately, in the important 
role of Dandini, baritone Lucio 
Gallo was simply inadequate. He 
barely approximated Rossini’s ad¬ 
mittedly difficult music and 
sounded out of sorts all evening. 
One can only wonder if whoever 
hired him for the part had any idea 
what the role required. T

Deborah Slater's A Hole in the World 


The Art of the Matter

ausalito-based choreogra¬ 
pher Deborah Slater’s A 
Hole in the World, which 
finishes a run at the 450 
Geary Studio Theater this week¬ 
end, is a work about loss and the 
imperfect processes of mourning. 
Neither topic is exactly unex¬ 
plored in contemporary perfor¬ 
mance, but Slater accomplishes 
something with this familiar mate¬ 
rial that many artists would be 
wise to flatter with the sincerest 
imitation they can muster. 

A Hole in the World is funny, 
incisive, and touching - but that’s 
not the hard part. Slater combines 
movement and spoken word in a 
way that makes neither seem like 
the other’s bastard child and, in so 
doing, creates a richly textured 
work that is greater than the sum 
of its elements. 

The specific loss that forms the 
material for A Hole in the World is 
the death of Slater’s father, and the 
piece opens with Slater in her par¬ 
ents’ garage, cleaning out the 
decades’ worth of accumulation 
that her father has crammed into 
every available space. But it isn’t 
just piles Slater is going through, 
it’s stratigraphy. By the time she’s 
hauled away the unopened cases 
of Bug-Geta and rose spray that 
never made it into the garden; the 
box of unanswered solicitation let¬ 
ters from the ACLU (dating back 
to 1976); and the carton of crum¬ 
bling rubber washers that never 
found their way into various leaky 
faucets, what’s clear is that 
Slater’s father lived his life on 
some sort of monumental contin¬ 
gency plan. 

When Slater is done with the 
post-funeral cleanup, the car fits 
into the garage for the first time in 
20 years, but Slater and her mom 
agree: They’d rather have dad 
back. Even with all his “just in 
case’’ concern about the future, the 
one eventuality he couldn’t plan 
for was his permanent absence. 

As richly evocative as the 
garage scene is, however, what 
makes it particularly magical is 
that it takes place on a virtually 
empty stage. In lieu of set and 
props (unless you count yet an¬ 
other masterful lighting design by 
Jack Carpenter, which I do). 
Slater and her dancers do inge¬ 


nious things with 18 simple 
wooden boxes. Throughout Hole 
in the World the dancers virtually 
never stop wielding them - build¬ 
ing a garden walkway, turning 
them into a kind of Maginot Line 
against grief, passing them polite¬ 
ly back and forth while an oblivi¬ 
ous Slater labors, like Sisyphus, at 
constructing a tower she can 
never complete (whenever she 
bends to pick up another box, a 
dancer carries away the top of her 
structure). Is Slater’s tower her 
future? The past? And what is it 
that keeps her task from ever 
coming to an end? Slater allows 
as how she’s caught her father’s 
disease - not the one that killed 
him, but the one that compelled 
him to save the product manual 
for every appliance he ever 
owned. She’s got a file just like it 
at home. 

The movement in Hole in the 
World is well-suited to the tiny 450 
Geary Studio - not so grand as to 
appear cramped, but not cautious 
or unambitious either. It’s pleasant, 
highly gestural, occasionally quite 
beautiful. Ney Fonseca’s penches, 
for example, are a model of ele¬ 
gance of line, and some of the 
dancers’ smaller gestures - such as 
when they aim pointed index fin¬ 
gers straight in toward their own 
hearts or caress their own cheeks - 
are the most powerful. 

Given the topic, it’s, perhaps 
not surprising that Slater’s text oc¬ 
casionally dips into sentimental 
clich6s that make you squirm in 
your seat. At one point, for exam¬ 
ple, Slater places a box with her 
father’s ashes on the corner of the 
playing area and addresses it: “I 
miss you. Dad.’’ Standing on a di¬ 
agonal, the dancers respond “Miss 
you, too.’’ 

But these brief weaknesses are 
redeemed by the finer aspects of 
the performance. The score of 
jazzy klezmer music (or is it 
klezmerish jazz?), played onstage 
by the three members of 
THREAD, is a delight, and the 
musicians add to the ambiance by 
dressing as though they’ve 
stopped off to play for Slater on 
their way home from Shul. Nina 
Galin’s a cappella rendition of 
Maurice Ravel’s Kaddish, mean¬ 
while, is heartbreaking, and you 
can hardly take your eyes off this 
small woman with the huge voice 


that conveys such pain and tran¬ 
scendence in the same moment. 
Galin’s Kaddish isn’t beautiful be¬ 
cause it is perfect, it is perfect be¬ 
cause it is beautiful. 

Slater’s A Hole in the World 
tells us that even if loss sometimes 
mangles the fabric of our lives, we 
have no choice but to weave our 
garments out of that flawed mate¬ 
rial. Slater wears hers with style, 
humor, and grace. T

Jim Grimsiey: It’s very impor¬ 
tant to me to write close to the 
place where people dream - as if 
the images were rising up out of 
your own subconscious, so that 
you’re not just reading my book, 
it’s as if you’re having the fantasy 
that’s involved with the book 
along with me. To create that, it’s 
important to ground the book in 
reality and yet to have some rea¬ 
son for it to veer off into a kind of 
super-reality - “dream-reality” is 
a ^tter word. 

I think when you give people a 
story that seems to take place in 
that kind of dream state, they’ll 
open up to it more. It becomes 
something like one of their own 
dreams or fantasies, and they be¬ 
come very vulnerable to the story, 
which is what I want when I’m 
writing about these two boys in 
particular. It’s a technique I’ve 
used before, but in this case, the 
book wouldn’t work without it, 
because the novel has to start off 
in the real world and then go 
somewhere indeterminate. 

Dream Boy and Winter Birds 
contain several common elements: 
the drunken monster father, child 
abuse, a rural Southern backdrop, 
etc. 1 know from interviews that 
these are largely autobiographi¬ 
cal, but I’m curious as to how 
closely you mine your own past 
for material for your work. 

In the case of Winter Birds, the 
“mine” was pretty close. Most of 
that is fairly directly out of my 
life, and basically, that family was 
built on the memories of my fam¬ 
ily during my childhood years. 

In the case of Nathan, that’s 
much, much less true. His story is 
not much like mine ever was. 
There are some elements in it that 
are shared, but they’re shared by 
so many families in that part of the 
world. 

This father [in Dream Boy] is 
not very much like the father in 
Winter Birds. That father is much 
more violent and angry, and actu¬ 
ally much stronger. This man is in¬ 
credibly weak. They share a drink¬ 
ing problem, but that’s about it. 

But both Nathan and Danny 
[in Winter Birds/ live in fear of 
their father. 



MEN’S CLUB 
AND BATHS 
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Now that I think is a definite 
parallel. Both Nathan and Danny 
have good reason to be afraid of 
the intruder in the night - that 
feeling that they’re never safe 
even when they’re sleeping.

Gomplicated 
Awakening 

Dream Boy by Jim Grimsiey; Algonquin 
Books of Chapel Hill, $18.95

A n awkward teen’s sexual awak- —- 
ening is complicated by paternal 
abuse in Jim Grirasley’s second novel, set in 
rural North Carolina. 

Nathan, a high-school sophomore, falls in love with his next- 
door neighbor Roy, a senior who drives the school bus. The two 
boys’ moments together are mostly furtive, and not merely because 
Nathan fears his father’s anger. Though Roy is tender with Nathan, 
he is only comfortable with his homosexuality in private, and only 
until their lovemaking is completed: 

“Always the admonition is the same. You can’t say anything 
about this to anyone else. You can't do this with anybody else but 
me. Okay? Followed by the cloud of guilt, the moment when Roy 
can no longer bring himself to look at Nathan or to touch him. Tlie 
guilt clouds him worse each time.” 

Nathan’s conflicted sentiments regarding his own sexuality de¬ 
rive from Roy’s changeable attitude and the unwanted advances of 
his father, which Grimsiey for the most part wisely insinuates 
rather than describes. The same sexual act with these two pivotal 
men in Nathan’s life yields both dread and joy. 

Dream Boy is written in the present tense, with crisp, mostly 
short sentences that reflect its two protagonists’ emotions and ex¬ 
perience: 

“Roy sits in the driver’s seat. He smiles when he sees Nathan, 
something shy in his expression. Nathan takes the seat behind him, 
and he hands back his books and asks Nathan to look after them. 
The books are warm and precious, placed in Nathan’s trust.” 

Grimsley’s sense of place is as canny as his reconstruction of 
youth’s tentative passion. With an economy of detail, he limns the 
topography of Nathan’s world - his home, the surrounding farms, 
the cemetery where he and Roy meet, and the deserted plantation 
mansion where Nathan’s worst nightmare becomes reality. 

The author’s only missteps occur late in the book at the man¬ 
sion, when a crisis brings Nathan and Roy’s situation out into the 
open. The flaw here is in plotting; though the action follows a too- 
obvious trajectory, Grimsley’s delineation of Nathan’s psycholog¬ 
ical state still rings true. Dream Boy regains its stride in its closing 
chapters and comes to a satisfying and well-crafted resolution. ▼ 
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Do you think you needed that 
15 years to ... 


Yeah. If he had lived, I would 
have needed a lot more than that. 
Because he was not always a mon¬ 
ster, but he was pretty steadily .... 
Having a father like that is a kind 
of blessing and a curse. He was an 
incredible force in terms of shap¬ 
ing my life. ... He would behave 
just well enough just long enough 
to seduce you into caring about 
him and then all of a sudden turn. 
He was diagnosed later on as hav¬ 
ing schizophrenia, so this wasn’t 
just meanness on his part. It was 
mental illness at a point when no¬ 
body was trying to treat that very 
much. 

The sex scenes, for lack of a 
better phrase, between Nathan 
and Roy are so beautifully ren¬ 
dered - restrained yet very pas¬ 
sionate and tender. Did you have 
any special concerns in han¬ 
dling/depicting the sexual rela¬ 
tionship of two teenage boys? 

Well it had to be sexy first of 
all, because sex is so new - and so 
strange - when you’re 15 or 16. 
It’s opening this door that alters 
the whole world, I think. The sex 
had to be there, because the sex is 
especially what Roy follows that 
tells him this is who I really am - 
being with this boy [Nathan] is

they started singing at me. That’s 
the way I can tell if it’s meant for 
me to set a particular poem. 
When I look at it on the page, if it 
immediately starts singing to me 
and I can hear how it’s going to 
go. I don’t know where inspira¬ 
tion comes from,” Heggie mused. 
“It just happens. I think more 
than anything else it’s just being 
open, not being jaded about or 
prejudice against any particular 
thing. 

“Looking at John’s poems for 
Brian, and at Emily Dickinson’s 
poems, they’re very different, and 
each of them inspires a different 
kind of response, a different kind 
of music to enhance the essence 
of what they’re trying to say.” 

Music-loving family 

Heggie grew up in Ohio in a 
family that loved music, but with 
the exception of his father, who 
played jazz saxophone, no one 
played an instrument. Heggie 
began studying piano at age six or 
seven and composition a few 
years later. “I had a paper route 
and also got an allowance,” he re¬ 
called, “and I’d spend all my 
money buying records and music 
scores. All I wanted to do was lis¬ 
ten to music and read through 
every piece I could get my hands 
on.” 

After high school he went to 
France and studied music for two 
years, then to UCLA for both a

those things. I think that’s rather 
true, though I hadn’t thought 
about it till I read it - but, you 
know, those are bright people!

who I am. 

Nathan’s been taken into sexu¬ 
ality without any choice by his fa¬ 
ther, so what he’s really discover¬ 
ing here is that what scares him 
with his father doesn’t scare him 
with Roy.

To approach sex in a literary 
way is really tough.

The pom approach to 
sex is for a particular reason, but it 
doesn’t work in the context of 
talking about real people coming 
together. 


The one false note in the novel, 
for me, was Burke. He was just so 
one-dimensional, such an ogre, 
that the violence he perpetrates on 
Nathan was, although horrific, 
sort of a disappointment. Just be¬ 
cause it seemed so predictable. 

My agent when he read this 
book thought the foreshadowing 
... that it was too clear, too early, 
what was going to happen with 
Burke. I heard that criticism of 
him, but by that point there wasn’t 
really that much I could do about 
it because the ending was there. 
Burke had already done what 
he’d done, and I couldn’t think 
how to change that. ... He is the 
weakest plot element in the 
book, but frankly I think he is a 
minor enough element and the 
violence is inevitable enough, 
that he doesn’t do the story seri¬ 


ous damage. 

Some reviewers seem eager to 
hang that “Southern writer” or 
“gay Southern writer" tag on you 
- like you and Allan Gurganus 
and Dorothy Allison are all some 
sort of special coterie. What do 
you think of that label and do you 
feel any kinship with these writ- 


I do very much feel a kinship 
with Dorothy, of a particular kind 
because the material - the subject 
matter - is so much alike. I 
haven’t met Allan - so I don’t 
know him - but he was bom in 
Rocky Mount [North Carolina] 
where I was born, so we’re both 
from the same patch of dirt, which 
gives us a kind of connection. 

I’m often asked if I think of 
myself as a gay writer, and the 


fact is that I just don’t think that 
way. 1 don’t sit around thinking, 
“Oh, I’m a gay writer.” [Laughs.] 
You are what you do, and when 
I’m writing, I don’t think about.... 
I mean my gayness is there, the 
fact that I’m attracted to men is 
there. 

I don’t think about my hemo¬ 
philia when I’m writing - that’s 
one way of answering that ques¬ 
tion. I’m a hemophiliac writer, but 
it doesn’t really mean anything to 
describe me that way. And beyond 
a certain point to be called a gay 
writer or a Southern writer doesn’t 
mean anything, either. In terms of 
the whole body of my work, in¬ 
cluding the plays, there are times 
when I’m a Southern writer, and 
times when I’m not. There are 
times when I’m a gay writer, and 
times when I’m'not. I’m always a 
gay person. T

tomboys and how threatening a 
different gender identity can be to 
others. Just as sissy boys have 
been beaten up and tormented, so 
have tomboy girls. The stories of 
how women faced their demons 
and recovered from past abuse (in¬ 
cluding sexual abuse) are some of 
the most moving passages here. 

The power of TOMBOYS!, 
though, lies in the questions the 
over four dozen contributors ask. 
Is there room for girlhood in 
tomboys? Is masculinity the same 
thing as being a tomboy? Do all 
tomboys grow up to be hutches? Is 
being a tomboy something a 
woman has to outgrow? And how 
do we treat the tomboy girls 
today? 

As gender becomes a more 
acceptable topic to explore and 
unravel, more works like 
TOMBOYS! will be published; 
they will have a pretty impres¬ 
sive pair of sneakers to fill, how¬ 
ever. T

he first fight I ever had 
with my mother was about 
formal wear.

This battle continues to this 
day, when she sighs over the phone 
to me, long distance, supposing all 
of the twists and turns of my life 
stem from my “early tomboy- 
hood.” As I approach my “middle 
tomboyhood,” I’m glad for some 
of the support, resonance and 
recognition offered by the contrib¬ 
utors to TOMBOYS!

ble ground for a lot of 
dykes. While there is the 
occasional hole in the 
collection - I would 
have liked to see more 
from women under 30, 
for instance - Yam¬ 
aguchi and Barber have 
compiled an anthology 
that paints a vivid por¬ 
trait of the area where 
the lines separating 
gender identity, sexual 
orientation and, often, 
sheer cussedness 
cross to make a space 
for girls and women 
who were - and often 
still are - tomboys. 

TOMBOYS! is 
full of treats, both 
written and visual. 

The book is beauti¬ 
fully designed and 
includes lots of 
photographs of 
girls in their full¬ 
blown tomboy glory. 

I’m not the only woman who grew 
up to be a queer sort of queer who 
traces that back to an early desire 
to be able to have the freedoms 
given boys. 

The tomboys in these pieces 
are women who challenged the 
gender status quo that faced little 
girls growing up from World War 
II until the late 1960s. “Is that a 
boy or a girl?” and “Girls aren’t 
supposed to do that” were the 
phrases that followed all of these 
women, and TOMBOYS! gives 
them room to explore and explain 
what that was like. 

“Contrary to the usual assump¬ 
tion that a girl becomes a tomboy 
because she is, really, underneath 
it all, a lesbian, I have come to be¬ 
lieve that I became a lesbian be¬ 
cause really, underneath it all, I 
was, and remain to this day, a 
tomboy,” Hillary Mullins says in 
“Evolution of a Tomboy,” and 
several of the pieces explore 
growing up and being a tomboy, 
and holding onto the power that 
being different can sometimes 
have. Of particular note is “No 
Fear,” by Lucy Jane Bledsoe, who 
explores her identity as both a 
tomboy and a femme, and how her 
tomboy self protects and cele¬ 
brates her femme self.

Several of the anthology’s 
pieces are quite serious, though, 
and address the routine terroriza¬ 
tion of girls who grow up as
